LonpDoN, May 2.—The banquet to Consul 
General Waller to-night was in many re- 
specis the most notable Anglo-American 
affair that London has ever seen. It is true 
there were not so many familiar names in’ 
the list of guests as at the Phelps dinner at 
the Mansion House, but this is only because 
it, unlike the other, was a matter of indi- 
vidual enterprise and expense, and, in addi- 
tion, involved the presentation of a silver 
loving cup costing $600. 

Mr. Waller’s speech was the happiest in- 
cident in his whole extremely successful 
career here, and evoked round upon round 
of cheers, the whole great assemblage 
shouting with delight, while the band re- 
peated the *‘ Star-Spangled Banner.” Gov. 
Waller has won sucha host of friends in 
every circlein London that the difficulty 
was to turn away scores of applicants for 
places after-the list of over two hundred 
was filled, although the price of tickets was 
placed unprecedentedly high. Col. Fred- 
erick D. Grant was one of the guests, and, 
being called on for a speech, happily evaded 
the ordeal by saying that the only thing he 
inherited from his father, in whose memory 
he was cheered, was inability to make a 
speech. 

Mr. Parnell’s cross-examination is attract- 
ing a good deal of attention, but it really 
only serves to show the poverty of what re- 
mains of the Jimes’s case.

LONDON, May 2.—Ex-Gov. Toomas M. Waller, 
the retiring Consul General of the Unite 
States, was tendered a testimonial banquet at 


the Hotel Metropole thia evening. There were 
200 persons present, amoag them being Lord 
Thuriow, Sir Lyon Playfair, Justin McCarthy, 
member of Parliament; H. Setou-Karr, member 


of Parliament; Edmund Yates, Archibald 
Forbes, Robert Gitfen, LL. D.; Capt. Shaw, 
C. B.; Admiral Sir Erasmus Ommanney; 


Sir E. J. Reed, K. C. B., member of Parliament; 
Lieut. Gen. Sir Gerald Graham, V. U., and Bir 
John Puleston, member of Parliament. The 
last-damed gentleman, who presided, presented 
to Mr. Waller a colossal’silver loving cup, from 
which all present drank. 

Mr. Waller, who was received with the great- 
est enthusiasm, deciared that the honor was 
intended, not for himseif, but for the country of 
which he was a representative. He dwelt upon 
the integrity of English merchants, which he 
said was not exseeded in the whole world, and 
upon the growing connection between England 
and the United States. It was impossible, he 
said, to conceive of other than the warmest 
feelings existing. Mr. Waller’s speech was very 
witty and felicitous. He lauded Mr. Robert '. 
Lincoln, the newly-appointed American Minis- 
ter to England. At the conclusion of his speech 
he was loudly cheered. 

Sir Lyon Playfair and Mr. Justin McCarthy 
Paid high tributes to Mr. Waller. Sir Robert 
Fowler said that sobody. had done more than 
Minister Phelps and Mr. Waller to strengthen 
the bonds of friendsnip uniting the Anglo-Saxon 
race. 

The toast to the health of President Harrison 
Was received with enthusiasm, and was respond- 
ea to by Mr. Henry White, the Ameriean Chargé 
a’ Affaires. 

Col. F. D. Grant, the new American Minister 
to Austria, was enthusiastically welcomed. He 
bowed his acknewledgments, but did not make 
any remarks, 

Among the Stewards of the banquet were 
William Black, Charies Dickens, the Hon. Oakey 
Hall, Chevalier F. Krapf von Liverhoff, Sir 
Arthur Sullivan, J. L. Toole, the Hon. John 
Russell Young, and many otner gentlemen of 
prominence and distinction. 





MR. PARNELL’S DEFENSE. 





THE CROSS-EXAMINATION OF THE IRISH 


LEADER. 

LONDON, May 2.—The cross-examination of 
Mr. Parnell was continued before the Parnell 
Commission to-day. Mr. Parnell admittea that 
Condon was eonnected with the Manchester 
murders. He was Chairman of the Reception 
Committee at Washington. Witness always re- 
pudiated the dynamite and physical force party 
in America, and denounced them tn the House of 
Commons. He was not aware that the Cinein- 
nati Commercial Gazetie reported verbatim the 
speech he made at Cincinnati, in which he is 
said to have referred to the severance of the 
last link between Great Britain and ireland, or 
that its report was like that in the Jrish World. 

Mr. Parnell admitted that he had not found 
fault with the past action of the Invincibles. 
He quoted from his speeches and his manifesto 
of 1881 denouncing outrages and unconstitu- 
tional action by Irishmen. Mr. Parnell said he 
advocated buying out the landlords in Ireland 
and making the tenants ewners of the land. 

The cross-examination proceeded through a 
mass of detail, and was almed to eonnecd him 
with the Fenians and also to show that he 
must have known of the plots to commit mur- 
der. Nothing, however, was elicited from the 
witness to show that he was in any way con- 
nected with the Fermians or that he had apy 
knowledge of murderous conspiracies. 

Attorney General Webster cited menacing 
speeches made by W. Redmond. 

Mr. Parnell listened te the Attorney General, 
and remarked that old heads gould not be puton 
young shoulders. 

Again presse¢G by counsel as to whether he 
had ever denounced outrages, Mr.;Parnell read 
extracts from speeches delivered by him in 
1879, such as, “ Letus remain within the law 
and Corstitution’’; ‘I hope the people will not 
be tempted to imitate the violence and illegal 
attitude of the Government”; ‘The League is 
perfevily peaceable and constitutional, and 
there is nothing behind 11.” 

Mr. Parneil further said thatin 1880 he de- 
nounced the shooting of agents as unnecessary 
and prejudicial where there was a suitable 
League organization, but admitted that such de- 
punciation was iusufiicient to stop such out- 
rages. He denied that he was respensible for 
the violence of the articies whieh appeared in 
Cnited Ireland, and said that Mr. O’Brien had 
supreme control of that paper. 


THE SAMOAN CONFERENCE. 

BERLIN, May 2.—An ‘official denial is pub- 
lished to-day of the report printed in the 
Berliner Jageblalt of Tuesday that at Monday’s 
sitting of the Samoan Conference Mr. Kasson, 
one of the American Commissieners, had asked 
whether a secret treaty existed between Eng- 
land and Germany for a partition of the Tonga 
and Samoan Islands, and that Prince Bismarok 
and Sir Edward Malet, the British Ambassador, 
had categorically denied the existence of such 
@ treaty. 

The Commissioners to the conference to-aay 
attended the ceremony of blessing the colors 
of the Guards at Potsdam. 

Mr. Kasson, one of the American Commis- 
eioners tothe Samoan Conference, had a long 
interview with Prince Henry, brother of the 
Emperor, at Potedam to-day.

THE EFFORTS TO WRECK THE BUTLER 


PAPER COMPANY WILL NOT SUCCEED. 

CHICAGO, May 2.—Judge Tuley rendered a de- 
cision yesterday in the case of the J. W. Butler 
Paper Company against the Jeffery Printing 
Company, which is a substantial victory for the 
complainants. The decision holds that there 
Was a conspiracy om the part of Jeffery and 
others to wreck the company and build a new 
corporation on its ruins; that the judgments 
eonfessed to Jeffery’s wite, Daniel K. Tenney, 
the W. O. Tyler Paper Company, and Burr Rob- 
bins are null and void, and that the leases made 
under these judgments are unlawtul. 

The decree provides that within thirty days 
D. K. Tenney shall pay to the receiver 
$29,383 64, Emma J. Jeffery $64,283 13, Burr 
Robbins $6,363 79, and the Tyler Paper Com- 
pany $18,177 60. This money is to be -dis- 
tributed under the direction of the court to the 
orediters and stockholders. 

in default of payment the Receiver is directed 
to issue executions against the defendant. Re- 
ceiver George T. Pomeroy was rémoved and 
Benjamin T. Ray appointed in his stead in 
bends of $150,000. D. K. Tenney is ordered to 
pay the receiver all the monies had from 
ceiver Pomeroy and the question of the amount 
thus due is referred to Master in Chancery 
Waite for a report.

EXOITING SCENK IN COURT.

MUST FOOT THE BILL. 





NEGLECT THAT WILL COST NEW-ORLEANS 


TWO MILLIONS. 

New-ORLEAns, La, May 2.—O. B. Sansum, 
Master of Chancery of the United States Circuit 
Ceurt, tiled to-day a report in the celebrated 
drainage case of J. W. Peak against the city of 
New-Orleans. The suit was brought in the 
interest of all persons holding damage warrants 
to recover from the city of New-Orleans the 
faee value of drainage warrants with interest 
at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum. 

Before the war, semewhere in March or April, 
1857, the Legislature of Louisiana passed a law 


creating three Boards of Commissioners, di- 
viding the city of New-Orleaus and adjacert 
lands into three drainage districts. The several 
Boards of Commissioners began draining the 
lands between the lower dnd upper ends of the 
city as far back as Lake Ponehartrain. The 
area embraced a little over 26,000 acres. It is 
claimed that little or nothing was done under 
that and subsequent statutes until 1871. 

In April of that year the Legislature, having 
previously created the Mississippi and Mexican 
Gulf Ship Canal Company, gave to it the power 
ot building all levees and digging all canals re- 
quired for draining the whole area and specified 
the rate per cabic yard te be 50c. The city pro- 
tested against this legislative interference, but, 
itis alleged, consented to go on with the work 
on certain terms named. It is averred 
that the company tnen went to work 
and dug 2a number of canals and built 
a number of levees under what was known as 
the Bell system of draining the city of New- 
Orleans. The holders of the warrants claim 
that more than $2,000,000 was expended in 
that work. The oity gave its bonds for almost 
the whole amount, and an arrangement was en- 
tered into between the city and the company 
whereby the city succeeded to all the rights 
and franchises of thecompany. The city also 
bought out all the company’s plant and dredge- 
boats, paying $300,000 in draining warrants 
for them. 

The city, it is claimed, procured frem the 
State the exclusive right to cemplete the sys- 
tem of drainage contemplated by the Bell sys- 
tem. About $700,000 of drainage warrants, 
inciuding those for the plant, are outstanding 
and unpaid, and the action is brought to com- 
pel the city of New-Orleans to account for all 
the drainage assessments levied, collected and 
uncollected, to the end of creating a fund out 
of whicb all drainage warrants can be paid. 

Mr. Sansum finds that the city abandoned the 
whole scheme of drainage, neglected the levees 
and canals, allowed them to be beaten down 
and filled up ,and to become of no use for the 

urposes iatended. The city neglected to col- 
ect the drainage assessments in good faith and 
never paid any of the assessments for its streets 
and public parks. The Master finds that the 
city is really liable for an amount of almost 
$2,000,000. 





A BIG RAILROAD FIGHT. 





BITTER CONFLICT BETWEEN THE HOU- 
"SATONIC AND THE CONSOLIDATED. 

HARTFORD, May 2.—The week’s adjournment 
of the Legisiature on account of the centennial 
in New-York has turnished the railroad corpo- 
rations an opportunity for massing their forces 
for the great encounter which is to tako place 
on the fluor of the House next week over the 
Housatouic Road. 

The petition of that road for charter amend- 
inent and power to inereaseits capital stock 
has been made the special order for Wednesday, 
May 15. The representatives of the Consolidat- 
ed Road were anxious that the majority report 
of the Railroad Committee, denying the peti- 
tioners the rights asked for, should be disposed 
of last week. This course was opposed by the 
friends of the Housatonic Koad im the House, 
and was defeated. 

So far as the House members of the Railroad 
Committee are ceoncerped, they are equally di- 
vided on the Housatonic question, with the 
Chairman, Col. Brown, in favor of the peti- 
tioners. 

It has come to be a question now whether the 
general railroad law of the State shall be sup- 
planted or net by a statute that places for the 
Tuture all railroad construction in the State in 
the hands of the Rallroai Commissioners. 
There has been a general outery in the State 
against the bill reported by the majority of the 
committee, which proposes a most radical de- 
parture from public poliey heretofore in regard 
to the building of branch lines of railways. 

Violent assaults have been made by the at- 
torneys of the Consolidated Road on the legality 
of the Housatonio’s transaetions in spite of the 
fact that the transactions were in accordance 
with the advice of lawyers like the Hep. Simeen 
E. Baldwin of New-Haven, Sullivan & Cromwell 
of New-York, and the late Sidney Bartlett of 
Boston. The contest is the bitterest one in the 
annals ef railroad warfare in Connecticut, and 
ne doubt greater interests are involved in it 
than in any other that has taken place since the 
consolidation of railroad systems in the State. 








ACOIDENT AT THE HOFFMAN HOUSE. 

The promenaders who were passing the 
Hoffman House yesterday afternoon, shertly 
after 3 o’clock, had their pleasure spoiled by 
witnessing a shocking aceident. Thomas Daley, 
an employe ofa Broadway tirm,was engaged in 
putting up awnings on the front of the Hoff- 
man House, While at work on a second-story 
window he missed his footing and fell to the 
pavement, immediately in front of the prin- 
cipal entrance. Several people who were pass- 
ing narrowly escaped being struck by the fall- 
ing body. 

It was at first supposed. that the man had 
been killed outright. Ina twinkling a crowd 
gathered. Oddly enough, it dissolved almost as 
rapidly. The employes of the hotel were among 
the first on the scene, and some of them were 
among the first te retreat, a number of them 
afterward saying that the sight made them 
feel faint. Daley soon recovered consciousness, 
but preaented a frightful appearapce, his face 
cevered with blood. He was unable to walk, 
and spoke with difficulty. He was sent to the 
New- York Hospital. 

The accident had the seeming effeet of driving 
nearly everybody out of the Hoffman House 
eorriders and barroom, and of keeping both un- 
usually bare fer an hour or more. 


WOODRUFF T0 RESIGN, 
Franklin Woodruff, who was recently se- 
leeted as boss of Brooklyn Republican politics, 
has become very weary of the task and an- 
nounced yesterday that he would retire on Mon- 


day night, when the Executive Committee 
again meets. 

When the leaders sanctioned the appointment 
of a Committee on Patronage they raised such 
a howl of diseontent that they were frightened. 
It was while they were in this mood that Frank- 
lin Woodruff callea upon them and proposed 
that he should be made boss dispenser. 

He induced the Executive Committee to con- 
sult Thomas ©. Platt, who advised the selection 
of Woodruff. He said it would stop the news- 
paper talk ana would pave the way to success 
next Fall. Tbe whole plan was te so distribute 
the local Federal patronage as to secure the 
election of a Republican Mayor next November. 

Woodruff was selected, but every one recog- 
nized the attempt to force a boss on the party, 
and the independent men expressed their re- 
sentment so loudly that Woodruff haa been 
forced to give up his new role, 








GRAIN MEN WILL PROTEST. 

CINCINNATI, May 2.—The grain merchants of 
this city pronounce the inter-State commerce 
law a failure, at least so far as providing pro- 
tection for the merchants of Cincinnati is con- 
cerned, for this city has almost lost its grain 
trade because of the outrageous discrimination 
againat it in the matter of freights. Where this 
time last yeur the merchants here were hand- 
ling 150 to 200 carloads a day, they now handle 
but 15 or 20. 

An instance of ‘discrimination is furnished by 
Charles Maguire ef Maguire & Go. He says that 
gTain_ oam be shipped from Danville, IIL, to 
New-York for 30c. per hun¢red. while from this 
city it is 21%9c., and is 12%0. from Dan- 
ville here. Formerly Western consignors 
shipped here, and if there was no market 
the grain was rebilled to New-York with no in- 
erease in through rates. This plan is now car- 
ried on in Chicago, and it is suepected it isin 
force at Peoria and Indianapolis. The mer- 
ehante of this place are taking steps to protest.

MAKES MANY OHANGES 
IN OITY OFFIOES. 

MEN UNKNOWN IN PUBLIC LIFE AP- 
POINTED TO RESPONSIBLE PLACES— 
POLITICIANS DISPLEASED. 


Some of the appointments Mayor Grant 
has been preparing to make ever since he went 
into office were made by him yesterday. A 
little more or a little less preparation might 
have produced satisfactory results. Certainly 
the selections made by the Mayor are satisfac- 
tory only to the persons who have been chosen 
and their particular friends. Tammany work- 
ers are displeased by them. Ordinarily this 
fact is an omenof joy for the public, but the 
names of the new Commissioners interfere 
with the worth of the omen. They are as 
Tollews: 

City Chamberlain—Richard Croker, reappointed. 

Commissioner of Public Works—Thomas F. Gil- 
roy, to succeed D. Lowber Smith. 

President of the Board of Health—Charles G. 
Wilson, to succeed James C. Bayles. 

Fire Commissioners—Henry D. Purroy, resigned 
a short term and reappointed for a full term as suc- 
cessor to Fitz John Porter; Anthony Eickhoff, to 
succeed Commissioner Purroy; 8, Howland Rvub- 
bins, to succeed Richard Croker. 

Aaucise Commissioners—Ex-Alderman Edward T. 
Fitzpatrick, as successor to William 8S. Andrews; 
Joseph Koch, as successor to Charles H. Woodman; 
Alexander Meakim to succeed John Von Glahn, 

Commissioner of Taxes and Assesements—I homas 
L. Feitner, reappointed. 

The appointment of Mr. Gilroy as Commis- 
sioner ot Public Works was made yesterday 
1u0rning, and Mayor Grant then said that he 
might delay making the other appointments 
for several days, as certain complications, 
which he declined to point out, were in his 
view. He dia not delay. He made the appoint- 
ments in the afternoon, and at 4 0’clock, while 
his secretary, T. C. T. Crain, was reading them 
to reporters and interested politicians in his 
main office, he hurriedly left his private office 
for his home. As Secretary Crain read out the 
names exclamations of wonder were uttered, 
particularly at the names of 8. Howland Rob- 
bins and Charles G. Wilson. “ Who’s Robbins?” 


asked ex-Assembiyman James Oliver. “Oh, 
he’s a dude. He plays pole in ared cap,” was 
the answer of somebody inthe crowd. * He’ll 


mke a good Fire Commissioner, of course he 
will!” was the continuanee of the information. 
The speaker was evidently sarcastic. 

Fer a long time nobody could recall the per- 
sonality of Charles G. Wilson. Finally 1t was 
discevered that he was the” President of the 
Consolidated Exchange, in the basement of 
whose building in New-street Mayoral Adviser 
Edward 8, Stokes has a palatial ginmill. The 
connection between Mr. Siokes’s influence with 
Mayor Grant and Mr. Wilson’s appointment is 
Plain, etherwise the appointment would be in- 
explicable, as the titness of Mr. Wiison for the 
performance of the important duties of the head 
of the Health Department is not appsrent from 
anything known about him. 

The influence of Henry D. Purroy is shownin 
the appointment of himself fora full term of 
six years as a Fire Commissioner, and of his 
follower, Joseph Koch, as an Excise Commis- 
sioner. Both Koch and Edward T. Fitzpatrick, 
one of his colleagues in the new Excise Board, 
wanted to be appointed Deck Commissioner, 
but they have been switehed away from that 
position, as the Dock Board is to be made the 
basis of some new feature of the Tammany-Re- 
publican * deal.” 

Appointments tothe Police and Park Boards 
are held by the Mayor to await the action of 
Gov. Hillon the bills already passed by the 
Legislature in pursuance of that “ deal.” Chari- 
ties Commissioner Tbomas 8. Brennan continues 
to hold over because Mayor Grant has not yet 
decided who shall fill his place, Chamberlain 
Croker’s friend or his own friend, James J. 
Phelan. The only one of the appointments of 
yesterday which seems to have been made to 
please Leager Croker is that of Thomas L. 
Feitner as Tax Commissioner. Leader 
Croker wanted John J. Scanneli made a Fire 
Commissioner. Commissioner Purroy wanted 
the same. Mayor Grant is reported to have 
said he would resign befere he would appoint 
Scannell, and now the latter’s friends speak of 
the Mayor as an ingrate, because it was Scan- 
nell’s action in the caucus which preceded the 
conventien last Fall that enabled Mr. Grant to 
become the Tammany candidate for Mayor. 
Scannell procured ihe passage of the resolution 
which closed the negotiations with the County 
Democracy fora compromise candidate. Leader 
Croker was at the time in favor of continuing 
the negotiations, whieh would have undountedly 
resulted the next day in the choice of Roswell 
P. Flower as # union candidate. 

Richard Croker being now so well known, it is 
not necessury co tell the details of his life. He 
was reappointed City Chamberlain yesterday 
because his appointment of three weeks ago 
wae only for the unexpired period of William 
M. Ivine’s term. 

Charlies G. Wilson, the appointee for President 
of the Board of Health, was born in Baltimore, 
oducated in the Loyola College in that city, ana 
is a lawyer by profession. During a part of 
the war of the revdollien he served in the First 
Maryland Regiment under Gen. Lee. He came 
to this city in 1877, and two years later was 
Chairman of the Governing Committee of the 
American Mining Stock Exehange. In 1882 he 
was elected President of the National Petro- 
leum Exchange, and be hela that office until he 
was made President of the Consolidated Ex- 
change. . 

Mr. Wilson was seen by a TIMES reporter last 
evening at the Chelsea apartment house, in 
West Twenty-third-street, where he lives with 
his family. He declared that the appointment 
was a surprise to him and had come 
entirely unsolicited. He regarded the po- 
sition as a very important one, aad 
should try to fulfill ite duties. Although a 
Demecrat, he belonged to no political organiza- 
tion, except that during the campaign he was 
President of the Consolidated Exchange’s 
Cleveland and Thurman Club. 

“Your relations with Mr. Stokes are pretty 
friendly, are they not?’ Mr. Wilson was asked. 

Well,” he replied, ‘*l know Mr, Stokes very 
well. I know him because I rented him a part 
of the Exchange premises.” 

Mr. Wilson thought he could not claim any 
experience that fitted him to manage the city’s 
health affairs, but said the Exchange was in a 
prosperous condition, so that his being Prest- 
dent of that would not prevent him from 
applying himself theroughly to mastering 
the details of the Healtn Department. If 
he found that the duties of the two 
positions were so arduousthat he could not 
give the proper attention, he should give up— 
one of them. The salary of the President of the 
Consolidated Exchange is $7,500, that of the 
President of the Health Board $5,000. To-day 
Mr. Wilson will, he said, call on President 
Bayles. 

Henry D. Purroy is appeinted a Fire Commis- 
sioner for the third time. He was first appoint- 
ed by Mayor Grae in 1881. In May, 1885, he 
resigned his expiring term and was appointed 
for a full term of six years, Mayor Grace again 
making the appointment. He repeated yester- 
day his course of 1885, exchanging two years 
of his unexpired term for a full term of six 
years. 

S. Howland Robbina takes the unexpired 
period of the term as Fire Commissionership re- 
linquished by Chamberlain Creker last month. 
It is of four years, Mr. Croker having been ap- 
pointed by Mayer Hewitt on May 1, 1887, to 
serve until May 1, 1893. 

‘“* There is not much to tell about me except 
that I am forty-nine years of age,’ said Mr. 
Robbins, rather delefully last evening at the 
Union Club when he was asked to téll whatever 
was interesting about himself. Mr. Robbins is 
the son of the late George 8. Robbins, a well- 
known banker of this city. He was born 
here and hopes todie here. Heis a member of 
the Union Club, and iives in bachelor apart- 
ments at 20 East Twenty-seventh-street. He 
served for a while as Lieutenant on Gen. Butter- 
tield’s staff. About lis pelities Mr. Robbins 
refused to talk. ‘ 

Anthony Eickhoft succeeds to the unexpired 
term of Commissioner Purroy. Heis anaiive 
of Germany and was a journalist by profession. 
Thirty years age he was ap editor of the Slaats 
Zeitung. Fortwo years during the war he was 
State Commissary General of Subsistence, in 
which position he was succeeded by Gen. 
Charles G. Halpine, the poet, better knewn as 
“Myles O’Reilly.” In 1864 Mr. Eickhoff repre- 
sented the Tenth District of this city in the As- 
sembly, and later on he served two terms asa 
Coroner. He was Representative of the Seventh 
District in the Forty-tifth Congress, and during 
the Administration of President Cleveland he 
was Fifth Auditor of the Treasury. 

Thomas L. Feitner has already served one 
term as a Commissioner ef Taxes and Assess- 
ments. Heisa pcosent of Ohamberlain Uroker, 
& lawyer by profession, and a member of the 
Central Tammany Association oi the Eighteenth 
Assombly District. He is about forty years of 
age and a native of this city. 

Edward T. Fitzpatrick was bornin the Seventh 
Ward about fifty years age. He learned ship- 
carpentery and worked at it for years before he 
went actively into politics. Since that time he 
has never been without office. John Kelly was 
his friend. He has been in the Market Bureau 
and the County Clerk’s office, and also servea 
two torms as Alderman, representing the Fourth 
District, where he has for years been the Tam- 
many leader. While in the Board of Aldermen 
he distinguished himself by refusing to take 
part in the ceremonies attending the opening of 
the Brooklyn Bridge because they took place on 
Queen Victoria’s birthday. 

Joseph Kech has been in public office almost 
sinee he has had a yote. f late years when 
he was without an office he could be found in 
the corridors of the new Capitol and on the 
cushions of the Senate Chamber with other 
lebbyists. Even the lo’by oxthed his pres- 
ence. The brief intervals between offices he 
has filled in with a desultory law practice, He 
law clerk in the County ‘8 office, 











@ Civil Justice, a State Senator, and a Dock 
Commissioner. He would rather be a Dock 
Commissioner than an Excise Commissioner. 
Mr. Koch is a native of this eity and about 
forty-eight years of age. 

Alexander Meakim has yet to make a publie 
record. Heisa member of the Produce Ex- 
change, a native of this eity, and abous forty 
years of age. He beeame interested in politics 
In 1884, when he organized the Produce Ex- 
ehange Cleveland and Hendricks Ciub. Last 
Fall he helped to organize Cleveland and Thur- 
man clubs, and was Seeretary of the Business 
Men’s Democratic Association. He is a great 
admirer of Mayor Grant, and worked hard for 
his election. 


THERE’S A ROW IN TAMMANY. 
“Who is Charlies G. Wilson?” quoth leader 
James Barker of the Thirteenth District. ‘‘He 


don’t vote in my district. I never heard of him 
before.” Disgust at Mr. Wilson’s selection for 
President of the Health Board is Leader Barker’s 
dominant emetion at present. Mr. Wilsen’s 
seleetion seems likely to prevent Leader Barker 
trom procuring the Dock Commissionership he 
has long coveted. 

Tenth District Tammanyites are particularly 
displeased with the choice of ex-Congressman 
Eickhoff for Fire Commissioner. They say he 
was a member of the County Demoecraey Ceunty 
Committee when they last heard of nim, and 
their impression is that Mayor Grant has ap- 
pointed him to gratify the editor of the Staais 
Zeitung. 

‘Howland Kobbins,” remarked an Eleventh 
District Tammanyite, chafing under the refusal 
of Mayor Grant to appoint John J. Scannell to 
the Fire Commissionership Mr. Robbins has re- 
ceived, ‘Howland Robbins has been put on 
Grant by James Gordon Bennett. He’s a nice 
Tammany wan, ain’t he?” 

The County Democrats will increase in num- 
bers before next Fall if the pregent disaffection 
among the Tammanyites is not speedily over- 
come,

DYNAMITE. 


MANY BUILDINGS NEAR THE NEW AQUE- 


DUCT DESTROYED OR DAMAGED. 

SING SING, N. Y., May 2.—A dynamite manu- 
factory about three miles from the Yenkers rail- 
road station and close by Shaft 16 of the new 
Croton Aqueduct blew up for the third time 
about noon to-day. A moment afterward noth- 
ing was to be seen of the four buildings exeept 
& quantity of splintered wooa. Where they had 
stood there were deep holes in the ground. 

Philip Macdonald, the engineer, discovered 
the place was on fire, and, with the other three 
men employed there—Martin Miller, Thomas 
Scale, and Peter Sheridan—fied from the place. 
They had gone about thirty yards when one of 
buildings blew up, other explosions following 
in quick succession. They instinctively dropped 
to the ground aud lay there while the flying 
pieces ef timber passed over their heads. Thus 
they escaped injury. 

There was about five tons of the explosive, 
and its concussion shook the country for miles 
around. Windows and doors rattied in Yonkers, 
Hastings, Dobbs Ferry, Irvingten, White Plains, 
and Mount Vernon. The buildings were on 
what is known as the Sprain road, near Austin- 
avenue, inthe town of Yonkers. The fire is 
suppesed to have been caused by w leak in the 
aeld room. 

Trees in the vicinity were uprooted and ¢car- 
ried some distance away. ‘he residence of W. 
Hi. Verian, a quarter of a mile away, was badly 
wrecked, the side toward the factory being 
broken out. Benjamin See’s residence, whieh 
has regularly suffered by these explesions, was 
again shattered, every window, window case, 
and door being blown out. A horse, which was 
standing near the factory when it took fire, be- 
came frightened and galloped off justin time 
to save ita life. Theloss was probably $15,000. 
Thomas O’Hearr is supposed to have beeu the 
principal owner of the fastory.

A WELL-KNOWN STOCK FARM CHANGES 
HANDS AGAIN. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., May 2,—The Orange 
County Stock Farm, not unknown through the 
skyrocket career of Latimer E. Jones, has again 
changed hands. ‘The property consists of 850 
acres of choice farming lands in the town of 
Warwick, with a fine mansion, capacious barns, 
and breeding stables and race track, and other 
accessories of a first-elass stock farm. It was 


originally occupied as a eountry seat by Collis 
P. Huntington, the railroad millionaire, from 
whose hands it passed to the ownership of a Mr. 
King, who sold it to Latimer E. Jones in 1886 
tor $125,000. Jones, who had recently married 
a daughter of Lewis Colwell, a wealthy lead 
and iron merchant of New York, proceeded to 
squander thousauds upon thousands of dollars 
in improvements on the farm and in stocking it 
with fancy cattle and fine breeds of horses. 
When Jones’s career ended ignominioeusly in 
bankruptey and arrest for alleged crimes the 
landed property was sold at Sheriff’s sale to 
Jonn R. Conkey of New-York for $27,750.

THE GRADING OF WHEAT. 


COMMISSION MEN CLAIM THE GRADE 
WAS BEEN RAISED. 

MINNEAPOLIS, May 2.—Quite a commotion has 
been stirred up among the grain commission 
men by the alleged tightening up of wheat 
grades on the part of Inspector Clausen and 
his men. The commission men say that withia 
the last week grades have been tightened up 
materially, s0 that what formerly passed for No. 
1 hard now passes for No, 1 Northern, and so on. 
It is said the raise is really a whole grade. 

The effect of this is to entail a considerable 
loss, in some instances as much as 10 cents a 
bushel, on handlers ef grain. Wheat which they 
bought some time ago and stored they now find 
depreciated a grade. Iastances are given 
where the same wheat which reeeived a No. 1 
hard grade in the Winter 1s now passed as No. 1 
Northern. Some members of the board favor 
an appeal to the courts to have Mr. Clausen re- 
moved. They say his action is hurting the Min- 
neapolis market. 

inspector Clausen emphatieally denies that 
any change in grading has taken place. Some of 
the millers say that the Inspecter is right. 
This has been a very hard crop to grade on ac- 
count of the large percentage of frested wheat, 
and mistakes will,occur. Meanwhile cemmis- 
sion men are instructing their buyers in the 
country to tighten up grades to correspond. 
Inspector Olausen’s deputy inspectors say that 
they have not received any orders from their 
chief to tighten the inspection and state that 
all wheat 18 graded as heretofore. 











A LOST WILL ESTABLISHED. ~* 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., May 2.—Juatice Davy of : 
the Supreme Court has deeided a novel will, 
case. Several years ago Joseph Ebner lived in 
Michigan and his brother, Edward Ebner, lived 
in Rochester. They were both unmarried men 
and upward ef seventy years of age. In June, 
1884, Joseph Ebner came to Kochester to visit 
his brother, and at that time they agreed to 


have their wilis drawn and each was to convey 
all his property to the other, so that in ease one 
should die the survivor would take all the 
other’s property. 

Edward Ebner soon died, ana seen after Jo- 
seph beeame insane. Edward's will disappeared 
and Joseph brought suit in the Supreme Court 
to establish the lost will and for a decree direct- 
ing it to be recorded in the Surrogate’s office of 
Monroe County and for letters testamentary 
thereon. 

The matter was referred to a referee, and 
Judge Davy has confirmed his repert directing 
judgment establishing the lost will and direct- 
ing the Surregate to enter it in his oftice.

JUGGLING WITH THE OIVIL 
SERVICER LAW. 

THE CLEAN SWEEP MADE ‘A THE RAIL- 

WaY MAIL SERVICE TO PROVIDE 


FOR REPUBLICANS. 

WASHINGTON, May 2.—While the President 
was reviewing the naval parade in New-York 
Bay, listening to Bishop Potter’s vigorous ze- 
marks about “practical politics,” looking at 
the soldiers of many States, dining at the 
Metropolitan Opera House, and, etherwise par- 
ticipating in the centennial holidays, the month 
of April was coming to an end and the day was 
approaching when the civil service law and 
regulations were to be extended over the ‘all- 
way Mail Service. A great deal of disappoint- 
ment had been felt beeause of the refusal cf the 
President to extend the date of the change, and 
it was regarded as necessary that some effort 
should be made to avert the calamity that 
appeared to the politicians to be impending. 
As there was not time enough left in which to 
empty and fill again all the offices occupied by 
Democrats, it appears that Mr. Clarkson and 
Mr. Lawrie Bell devoted themselves during the 
holidays to turning out some fifteen hundred 
railway mail clerks, putting in new ones where 
applications were ready, and postponing the 
filling of other places until later. 
diligence had been manifested in weeding out 
the service before Monday, the proportion of 
places to be filled was small, but the number 
that yet remains to be occupied is smaller still. 
Resurrected Republicans have been restored to 
their old places, and in some cases, it is report- 
ed, without reference to the fact that they had 
been discharged for drunkenness and other surf- 
ficient cause. This has all-beendone, of course, 
in the interest of *‘a better service.” 

The fact is that the Railway Mail Service has 
been painted blacker than 1t deserved to be for 
several mentns, evidently for the purpose of 
affording sufficient excuse for reconstructing it 
as soon as the oppertunity was presented. Hav- 
ing removed as many of the Democrats as pos- 
sible. it is now supposed that political ingenuity 
will be develo to prevent the restoration of 
removed cler Under the law they are en- 
titled to be restored or appointed within a year, 
if not dismissed for incompetency er other 
cause thatis properly prejudicial to them. if 
they pass examination they would naturally 
have a preference. A young man who had re- 
cently passed an examination at ninety-eight, 
and who supposed his office was secure, was 
dropped on Monday to make room for a man 
recommended by a Maryland Congressman. 
The restored man had been twice dismissed 
under Republican rule for drunkenness. As 
the Civil service Commission is still eomposed 
of only one man, it is crippled, and so long as 18 
is 80, it will be prepared to do little. 





Postmaster General Wavamaker will hardly 
succeed this week in equaling the record for 
swift removals of Democratic Postmaster 
which he made last week, when 1,016 head« 


were lopped off. The goed Mr. Wanamaker was 
absent the first three days, but there is no rea- 
son to suppose that First Assistant Postmaster 
General Clarkson was any less diligent than 
usual during his chief’s absence. The fact thad 
‘Tuesday was a holiday is the reason for the 
swall record thus far wade, the total changes 
up to the close of business to-day being 
only 387. On Monday only 119 Postmasters 
were appointed. On Wednesday the appointmentd 
numbered 121, and to-day, with Mr. Wana- 
maker again at the helm, 157 good Republicans 
were made Postmasters. The total for th 
week is not, therefore, likely to reach much, i 
any, beyond 800, a number much too small ta 
satisfy the office seekers, but still large enough 
to meet the principle laid down by President 
Harrison, when he said that ‘‘only the interests 
of the public service should suggest removals 
from office.” Pts 

Secretary Tracy has determined to give coil 
steam boilers a practical trial to test their value 
for use in large naval vessels. Secretary Whit- 
ney took the preliminary steps toward such a 
trial, and some manufacturers built boilers for 
the trial, but as the end ef the Adminisiration 
was drawing uear the project was dropped. 
Coil boilers have proved very successful in 
smal¥ boats, but they have not yet passed the 
experimental state in large vessels, althougb 
the Freneh Government has placed them 
in a number of war sbips. Part o/% 
the steam power for the armore4 coast defense 
vessels is to be generated by this type of boiler. 
It will be a long time, however, before the 
boilers ef the coast-defense vessel are tested, 
and in the meantime it is proposed to give 
these boilers a thorough teat on land. The 
special advantages they possess over the old 
type of marine boilers are in economy of weight 
and space, twe very important factors in the 
construction of a modern naval vessel. 


Mr. Irving Seots of the Union Iron Works, San 
Francisco, said at the Navy Department to-day 
tnat the eruiser Charleston would go to seaon 
Saturday for her official trial. He expressed 


great confidence in her ability to do anything 
that the contract ealls for. A private telegram 
from a naval engineer who has been aboard of 
her and handled her engines, says they are per- 
fect in every particalar, and prediets a success- 
ful trial. It would not be surprising if the first 
trial did not come up to the contract require- 
ments, for the Naniwakaa, on whose plans the 
Charleston has been built, had seventeen trials be- 
fore she was finally successful. The Charleston 
is, however, believed to bea much better built 
ship.

MR. CURTIS’S ADDRESS. 
The followise address by George William 
Curtis was read by Mr. William Potts, Becretary 
of the association: 


The interesting question at the annua! méet- 
ing of this association is the condition and pros- 
pect of civil service reform under the party 
change of Administration which oecurred on the 
4th of Mareh. The question was not prominent 
in the canvases The Democratic platform was 
reported in the eonveantion by one of the strong- 
est Opponents ef reform, as we understand it, 
and declared merely that the Administration 
had enforced honest civil serviee reform, The 
Republican platform, on the other hand, con- 
tained the most comprehensive and careful 
Qeclaration upon the subjectever made in a 
Nationa! Gonvention, and not only pledged the 
party unreservedly to the pelicy of reform, but 
pledged it not to break its pledges, The debate 
of the campaign, bowever, turned upon the 
tari, and reform in the civil service was men- 
tioned only to accuse the late Administration of 
ite betrayal. After the campaign had opened, 
Presideut Cleveland, in a special message trats- 
mitting the fourth annual report ef the Civil 
Service Commission, congratulated the country 
upon ‘‘the firm, sensible, and practical founda- 
tion upon which this reform new rests.” 

In his letter of acceptance Gen. Harrison 
strongly and elaborately expressed hisappreval 
of reform, and as the party pledged itself in the 
platform, he pledged himself in bis letter de- 
elaring, *‘It will be, however, my sincere pur- 
pose, if elected, te advance the reform.” 

Two ments have now passed, and it will be 
aseful to see how far under the new auspices re- 
form has advanced. It is ourduty ia the inter- 
est of reform and without party predileetions 
s° try performances by principles, and to test 
vav fidelity of the Administration to its volun- 
tary pledges. 

This is to be done by us always as it has al- 
ways been done, not for the purpose of making 
® euse for or against a party er an Administra- 
tien, but solely to ascertain the truth. The 
party of the present Administration raised the 
standard of reform as distinctly its polioy, and 
as such the President accepted it. The party, 
therefore, and the friends of reform who s8us- 
tained it at the polis are justified in demandiug 
from the Executive a course strictly ia accord 
with the barty pledges; and, in pursuing that 
eourse, the President is equally justiiied in 
counting upon the support of his party in the 
persons of its recognized leaders and official 
committees, in the general sympathy and ap- 
provai of tts meubers, and in tae uniform and 
steady encouragement of the party press. 

One inquiry therefore is simply how fully 
during the first two months of the Admin- 
istration bas the President illustrated what he 
declared to be his sincere purpose of advancing 
the reform and how atrictly kas the party hela 
him to an honerable observance of its own vel- 
untary pledge before the election. 

The chief obstruction to wholesome reform in 
the civil service is the usurpation of the ap- 
pointing power by members of Congress, This 
power was earelulily and purpesely withheld 
Irom them by the Censtitution, except as it re- 
quired the advice and consent of the Senate to 
confirm and complete certain appointments of 
tae Executive. President Hayes, in hia frst 
message, mentioned this usurpation as the most 
serious obstacle to reform. Presideat Garfield, 
when a Representative in Congress, alleged 
that the pressure of Senators ana Representa- 
tives for patronage obstructed the public busi- 
ness. Mr. Blaine, in his review of ‘‘ Twenty, 
Years in Congress,” says: “No reform in the 
civil service will be valuable that does not re- 
lease members of Congress from the care and 
embarrassment of appointments.” Bills have 
been introduced to prohibit Congressional inter- 
ference with the Executive power of appoint 
iment, and Senator Edmunds formerly warmly 
favored such prohibition, But Congress has 
never seriously considered the subjeet. 


A USURPATION OF CONGRESS. 

The suceessful party having proclaimed re- 
form as its poliey, and Congressional usurpa- 
tion being the firat powerful obstacle that re- 
form encounters, how have members of Con- 


gress enforced the party platform? One fact 
will serve asareply and an illustration. The 
Ceneressional deiegatien of Vermont in both 
houses, after duly deliberatizg upon applica- 
tious for appointment, decided how long the 
present incumbents should retain their places 
and who should be appointed te succeed them, 
thus gravély putting into forma flagranfly un- 
constitutional abuse of the kind, which justly 
aroused general indignation when the late Post- 
master General Vilas practically invited mem- 
bers of Congress to inform him what Post Office 
changes they desired. Theregard fer the reform 
policy displayed by members of Cengress of the 
Administration party is turther illustrated by 
statements made by one of the most devoted 
organs of that party. Among the applications 
to the President was that of an ex-member of 
Congress to be appointed head of @ bureau in 
which the opportunities of corrupt dealing are 
enermons, aud his request was supperted by a 
hundred members of the late House, Yet the 
man whose appointment they urged had escaped 
expulsion from the House for corrupt practices 
only because a two-thirds vote was required for 
that purpese and he was then censured by a 
unanimous vote. He was subsequently showman 
wy av investigation of the House te have ac- 
quired a large fraudulent claim through the 
Vreasury, for which the Treasury sent his case 
to the Criminal Court of the District of Colum- 
bia. Another person who had been removed 
from office by President Grant for improper and 
presumably personal use of publie mosey was 
supported by a State delegation in Congress for 
@ seat in the President’s Cabinet. 

Lhe strict observance of that spiri¢ and pur- 
pose of reform by the party at large is Iius- 
strated by the occupation of Washington by a 
host of party office seekers and their unceasing 
~esault upon the President for place, and by the 
instance of ® notorious Congressional lobbyist 
who was pressed for appointment to an impor- 
tant position ia the Post Office Department by 
one of Lhe most prominent and infiuential of the 
party clubs. These are not solitary cases; they 
are examples of the general manner ia which 
members of Congress and the various party 
associations and active members of the party 
prove the sincerity of the platfurm pledges and 
the party resolution to reform the civil service. 

What has been the course of tae Presiaent 
towards this usurpation of Congress? Asecord- 
ing to the statement of four Representatives 
from Missouri the President requested them to 
serve as a committee on patronage and submit 
te him a list of persons for appointment to 
office, Without any intimation that there were 
proper vacancies +o be filled, but tm obedience to 
the traditional assumption that with a change 
of Administration there would be a general 


olitical change throughout the service. 
his is the Executive eommentary upon 
the declaration of the platform that 


“the spirit aud purpose of reform shouid 
be observed in ali Executive appointments,” 
and upon his own declaration that “only 
the interest of the public service should sug- 
gest removais from office.” In his inaugera: 
address the President said thatas it was im- 
pessible for him te know many of the applicants 
for office, he must rely on the information of 
others, This is undoubtedly necessary. But in 
every case ef application he could ascertain 
whether there was a vacaney in the office 
sought, er whether there was & reason con- 
nected with the honest and efficient cenduct of 
the public service for making a vacanoy by re- 
moval. Having satisfied himself upen these 
points he could then have avoiaed seeking ad- 
viee of those whose reeommendations would be 
goverved by political and persona) considera- 
tions and not by regard for the service itself. 
This is almost universally true of the advice ef 
members of Congress, and in making them 
his chief and practically absolete advisers the 
President merely strengthens the main obstacle 
torefurm. Unfortunately those, whether mem- 
wers of Congress or not, who are known to have 
been his advisers in many eases which would 
test hie fidelity to the reform proclaimed by his 
party have been notorious enemies of reform. 
He said, indeed, in his inaugural address that 
*“honorabie party serviee will eertainiy not be 
esteemed by me a disqualification fer public 
otties.” But this remark fairly interpreted by 
the party platform signified that alfferences of 
party opinion would hot disqualify honest and 
eftticient public officers for retaining their places, 
and that they might be secure againat removal. 
If this was not {ts purpose, if it was designed 
to imply that such officers would be replaced by 
political opponents, it was a mere proslamation 
of the spuils dogma, and as such a complete 
abandonment of the principles of reform of the 
party platform and of the Executive pledges. 
Itisin strict conformity with the Executive 
course thus far that it ie announced that the 
Secretary of the Treasury hase decided that 
when a Stave delegation in Congress has agreed 
upon a “slate” it will be adopted without delay. 
The Seoretary of the Interior, also, js reperted 
to have said that he is “ willing and anxious to 
see the Democrats turned out and their places 
tilled by good Republicans,” and he declines to 
explain the remark. The Commissioner of Pen- 
gions in a public 8 
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Presidente paviee to the Commilssivver of Pen- 
sions bas been followed with unfaltering vigor. 
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appointment of the First Assistant Postmaster 
General, who condusts the removals, was in it- 
self earnest that this demead % be 
heeded, and it is not surpri ~~ im- 
mense and incessant changes in the minut Post 
Offices are stated te have ween s0ome- 
times made at the rate of @ thousand &@ week 
or one in three miautea, 1s will not be 
alleged that this gen and ceaseless BWeep 
is required by the welfare of the setvice.

THE NEW-YORK POST OFFICE. 


While this contemptuous disregard of the | 


pledges of the campaign is apparentiy universal 
in the treatment of the fourth-class Post Oftices, 
the events connected with the ebange in the 


chief Presidential Post Office, that in New-York, 
the most conspicuous and important in the 
country, have commanded universal pubiics 
attention. This office had become, under ex- 
perieuced, efiicient, and courageous adwinistra- 
tion, one of the best Prost Oliices in the world. 
it was the mest powerful and conclusive prae- 
tical argument for civil service reform, and the 
triumipliant iliustration of the wisdem of the 
retorm  polic proclaimed by the Ke- 
publican platform. Reform in this office, 
which by its Immense business and enor- 
mous revenues stands at the head of 
the postal system inthe country, could have 
been maintained and advanced more effectively 
than in any other way simply bythe reappoint- 
Meutof the Postmaster, not because of any 
vested rightin the office, but because he was 
confessediy the fittest person in the country for 
tho duty. in the event of his personal inability, 
the sule method of maintaining the reform pol- 
icy, but much more inadequately, was the ap- 
pointment of asuccessorof the qualities and 
couvictions of the Pusimaster, a successor Who 
would be very diificult to discover. I the in- 
terest of reform this was the simple and obvious 
eourse, and no ether would have been sug- 
gested or considered. 

But the President desided that it should not 

@ taken. He decided net to reappoint the 

ostinaster under whom the offiee had been 
lifted out of mercenary politics, and had be- 
come aconclusive vindication of the Kepub- 
lican policy of civil service reform. He de- 
cided aiso not to replage him witha suceessor 
with similar training in the Postal Service, of 
similar faith in the reformed systeas, of similar 
courage to enforce it in detianue of the wa- 
chine. He appointed a gexntloman who, wiat- 
ever his excellence of characier and his qual- 
iflcations fer public office, was compictely and 
notoriously identified with the political evils 
and abuses from which the Post Oittice 
had been emaneipated. The President 
decided that a change should be made, and the 
change Was @ total surrender to the spoils sys- 

m. Itis now alleged that the reason was the 

ostma-ter’s illness. But the change as made 
shews conciuaively that the iliness was not the 
reason, but a subsequens’ pretext, apd that had 
the Postmaster been in perfect health he would 
still ‘ave been removed. More than threw 
weeks after the new appointment was made, 
although the Postmaster was vo longer living, 
his successer was still playing a game of party 
politics at Aibany, aud it Was nevessary to ap- 
point a Postmaster ad interim. The sole course 
by which the truthfulness of the alleged reason 
eould be made probable would have been the 
appointment of a successor of the same con- 
victions and purpose. 

It is understood that this course was urged 
upen the Hxeeutive by one of his warm sup- 
porters and party friends. The Viee President 
as Well as the President was elected upon a 
piatform of reform. He is a resident of New- 
York and he knew, a8 all other good citizens 
knew, that the Post Offiee was a citadel of the 
referm whieh the piatform demanded. He 
knew how capable, upright, and satisfactory the 
Postmaster was. Was the Vice President perbaps 
the party friend whe warmiy urged the reap- 

vintment? The senior Senator from New- 

ork is alsea resident of the city, and equai- 
ly tamiliar with the facw. He has often 
and strongly professed his imterest in the re- 
form. Was he the urgent friend, who to promote 
reform, strenuously advocated the fulfiliment of 
the party pledge and the pledge of the Exec- 
utive? it would seem that if either of these 
high officers of the Government, with whom 
upon such subjects the President is known to 
have consulted, had made a simple and earnest 
statement of the facts aud insisted that the re- 
form which had been made the party policy and 
was already triumphant in the Post Otlice 
should not ve abaudoned, the surrender might 
at least have been stayed. 

It is pleaded that reform may not be arrested, 
Deeause a large part of the subordinate piaces 
in the office are inciuded in the classified serv- 
ice. Buatif the prineiples of the reform service 
are still to prevail in the ollice, why was net its 
control intrusted to a friend of reform? It is 
true that in his inaugural address the President 
announced that every public officer “ will be 
expected to onferce the civil service law 


fully and without evasien.” But how 
can the President, himself the ehief 
of pubiic officers, keep his own oath 


to enforee that law except by confiding its 
execution to friends and not to foes? How can 
the declared reform policy of the party of the 
Administration be earried out except by those 
who believe init? Ina review of the course of 
ex-President Cleveland in the esriy months 
of his Administration Senator Hoar of Maassa- 
chusetts eaid truly: ‘‘ You eannot serve re- 
form and the Democratic Party.” Not less 
truly may it be said of the course thus far of 
President Harrison, You cannot serve referm 
and the Republican machine. 

President Lincoln was elected upon a piat- 
form of the exclusion of slavery from the Ler- 
ritories. If he had avpeinted a slaveholder to 


_be Governor of a Territory he would have been 


justiy accounted recreant to the principles and 
policy of his party. President Harrison, by his 
action im regard to the New-York Post Office, 
has brought into public contempt one of the 
fundamental declarations of the platform of 
his party. If his object had been to prestitute 
the public service in order to strengthen a party 
macuine, he could have done nothing more 
effective. His course in this instance is a signal 
jilustration of the abuses which his party plat- 
form condemns, and whieh civil service reiorm, 
that the platform adopts as a party policy, is 
intended to correct. 

The circumstances attending the death of 
Mr. Pearson immediately follewing his re- 
moval were profoundly pathetic. His fatal 
Niness was undeubtedly stimulated 
gravatea by his hervic struggie to do 
his officiel duty aguinat tremendeus odds. 
His position aud eourse, honestly supported 
by his superior officers and: encouraged in 
ether etiices, would have been fatal to the 
venal pelitics and the meroenury prostitu- 
tion of patronage, which are the ‘oundations of 
the machine. In fighting him the spoils system 
was fichting for its life. His official destruc- 
tion was therefore the common cause of the 
machine in: both parties, He stoed firmly tor 
the henest service of the peeple, his opponents 
for theirown seliish power. Unsustuined’ by 
those who meant to feree him to retire, 
dogged by their emissaries seeking plausible 
wipe for his removal, ne resolved, if 

6 Were granted, not to yield, and for many 
& month he silently fought the goed fight, while 
his life surely ebbed away. Those who without 
the responsibility et office advocate reform upon 
what they believe to be sound and simple 
principles may be easily condemned as senti- 
mentalists and theorists. But the man woo in 
@ great ollice, amid every kind of malicious ob- 
struction and active hostility, with ungwailing 
sieadfasiness and the sacrifice of health and 
life demonstrates the practical etfleiency of 
these prinoipies, furnishes the living and resist 
less argument by whieh great causes at lust 
prevail. Dying at his post, such a man 18 as 
truly a martyr to bis country as the hero whe 
failain battie. Wo shall be indeod unworthy 
Americans if a character su pure, a life so spot- 
less, and @ public service so great, do not 
consecrate us more devotedly than ever to the 
cause fer which he died. 


PARTY PLEDGES VIOLATED, 

“It will be my sincere parpose, if elected,” 
said the President in aecepting his nominatien, 
“to advanée the reform.” The word reform as 
used by the President and in the platform of his 


party has a definite meaning, whieh was, of 
course, distinctively understood by him and by 
those who made the platform. It was not lim- 
ited to the faithful execution of the civil serv- 
ice reform law, but was expressly declared to 
include in its spirit all appointments. It means 
the exclusion of politics from the great malti- 
tude of places in the civil service. lt means 
dismissal from sueh places only for reasons 
connected with the welfare of the servieo. It 
means that the service is not te be refilled with 
political partisans merely besause of a party 
chause of Administration, This was the reform 
which the party adupted and the President 
pledged himself to in advance, The annais 
ef two months from whieh I nave selected cnar- 
acteristic illustratious shew how it has ad- 
yanced thua far. We have eertainly never

jer the Minans party who 
bas pubiicly insisted that the aeclared policy 
of the party on this subject shall be respected. 
The Administration Senators and Representa- 
tives who lin in Washin after the ad- 
gress did not remain to take 
eare that the party polioy of reform shoula be 
enforced, but, as otiiee brokers and peddlers of 
patronage, to secure plaees for political work- 
ers, to procure party advantages, and to foster 
persenal ambitions. They were not engaged in 
Promoting yee paplio welfare by excluding pol- 
tics from the pubiic service where politics are 
impertinent, but in tigntening and strengthen- 
ing by patronage a party machine, Meanwhile, 
the party clubs, leagues, and committees all 
over the Union have shown by their 
conduct the confident expectation that 
no regard would be paid by the Admin- 
istration to the platform promises and 
pledges under which in the cawpaign the 
Support of intelligent citizens friendiy to re- 
form was solioi With very few honorable 
excepuens the p*eas of the party has either de- 
Manded the &.aal political proscription in the 
civil serviee, or it bas aeqguicsced in the prae- 
tical contempt of the devlared party policy, or 
it has truculeatiy defended the plainest neg- 
lect or principle as real reform. The chief 
party organ in the sountry frankly defended 
the overtarow of reform in the New-York Post 
Ottiee by the assertion that “itis certaip that 


| party organization cannot be maintained by 


ignoring party leaders,” Which is the old and 
fundamental plea for the epoils system. 

The only signs of party interest in the party 
declarations that have observed are: First, 
the statement thatarepresenlative from Manssa- 
chusetts has presented a petition of the mer- 
chante of Boston asking that a Collector of that 
port may serve out his term, a proceeding 
which assumes—and not unnaturally—that the 
Uvllector, for pelitical reasons, would be sum- 
marily dismissed, Let that little candle throw 
its beams as far as pessible. Second, it is re- 
ported from Washingtoa, alunough tere is no 
other notification, that the President does not 
propuse the reweval of satisfactory officers until 
the expiration of their terms, Shoulda this 
rumor prove to be correct, and some such 
otticers are not yet removed, such a 
course would be 60 tar a _— distinct 
measure of reform, as it would insure 
the continuanes of some otiicérs througoous 
almost the term of the Administration. It would 
destrey the precedent of what is culled aciean 
sweep, aud demenstrate that a general party 
change of incumbents is necessary neither to 
eee service hur to party organization; this, 

owever, is but the rumor of an intention. We 
are copcerned now With the actual conduct of 
the Executive, ana { doubt if any cundid ob- 
server of that conduct woulddeclare that at last 
@ party has come into control of the Adminis- 
tration which, according to ita solemn assertion 
that it would not Viviate iis pledges, Nas thus far 
proved that it means honesily to advance civil 
servieo referm. 

Iu what [ have said I have tested the Admin- 
istration not only by. the principles of reforin, 
but by the specitic declarations ana pledges of 
the party which 16 represents. Our association 
is atrietly non-partisan, and I venture to say on 
its behalf that whatever may be the personal 
political sympathies ofits members, they would 
all have equally rejoiced if it could be said 
truthfully that the declarations of the dominant 
party were in process of faithful fulfiliment, It 
would ve @ Vital error, however, tO suppose 
that the situation indivates profound pubiic in- 
difference to reform. 1t shows only what we 
have constantly asserted, that neither party, as 
&@ party, is a civil service reform party. 


A GROWING PUBLIC SENTIMENT. 

Their declarations of interest, however, are 
tributes to a powerful public sentiment whieh 
has already exacted from both parties certain 
great and definite gains for reform. That senti- 
meat is constantly increasing and constaatly 
Weakening the force of party ties. The daugers 
to free institutions which the Repubiican piat- 
ferm deciared to lurk in the power of olficial 
Patronage become only the more evident when 
the public pledves of a party are deliberately 
condemned by its Administration. But the pub- 
lic intelligence and conscience to which those 
pledges appeal are not unobservant of practical 
negiect of them. The poiiticai degradation and 
corruption, the ruin of the proper funetion of 
party in arepublic, the destruction of the Belf- 
respect ef public employes, the vast and increas- 
ing Venality of elections, constitute the dangers 
which are deneunced by the Repubiican plat- 
form, The more plainly these dangers are seen 
and the character of the system revealed from 
which they ehiefiy spring, the more thoroughly 
&rousea will be the public mind, aud the more 
certain and complete will be the remedy.

THE ASSOCIATION’S WORK. 

The annual report of the Executive Commit- 
tee reviewed the werk accomplished by the es- 
sociation during the previous year, and made 
special referenee to the solicitude which had 
been felt in looking forward to the change 


in the Administration, and expressed regret at 
not being able to say that that solicitude had 
been relieved. It was two early to weigh the 
Administration, but the charaeter of many of 
the appointments already made, the fact that 
they had ciearly not been made upon the 
grounds stated in the President's iet- 
ter of acceptance, the atill oxisting va- 
eancies in the National Civil Service Comm s- 
newment of the 
enforcement in the Railway Maii Service of the 
civil service rules established by President 
Cleveland had been taken advantage of to make 
@ vast number of removals, and the fact that 


‘ fourth-rate Postmasters are boing removed and 


others appointed in unprecedented numbers, all 
tended to eheck any very sauguine anticipa- 
tions on the part of the most hopeiul. 

“When to these facta,” the report proceeds, 
**we add the tragedy of the rewoval and death 
of Postmaster Pearsen of New-York, a wan 
known throughout the length and breadth of 
the land as a devoted pubiio officer, pure and 
simple, and as the embodiment of the best 
qualities which ean be, shewn by an adminie- 
trative ofticer—whose life was crushed out 
betwern the upper and nether millstones of par- 
tisan politics aud combinations of selfish inter- 


esta; # remeval tu give piace to an ap- 
pointee having 6O experience whatever 
in @ business § fuil' of details and 


enormous in its extent and responsibilities— 
we still feel that we must reserve ous judgment 
in regard to the proportion of eondemuation 
whieh should be decreed to individuals, but as 
honest and faithful Men must record anew our 
pledge to hold to the strictest responsibility 
those who are shown io be guilty, and never to 
relax our efforts until th® avoursed system 
which i8 now 6orrupting and degrading our 
country shall have been wholly extirpated.” 

Resolutions were unanimously adopted that 
the ehief present danger to the Goverement is 
the rapidly-inoreasing eorruption of elections; 
that the platform of the sueeessful party and 
the letter of acceptance of the suecersful can- 
didate at the last national electioa 
were @& selemn public engagement that 
reform in the civil service would be the policy 
of the Administration; that it is impossibie not 
to regard the great chauge whiehis taking 
piace inthe oivil service of the country tor 
merely partisan reasous as @ flagrant viciation 
of the pledges solemnly given to the country; 
that the Interference of Senators and Repre- 
sentatives with the appointing power oi the 
Executive is in open contempt ef the Constitu- 
tion, and that the *“‘deal” at Albany plainly re- 
Veals the destructive effeet of the spoils system 
upon the proper functions of parties by making 
them merely organizations to facilitate mer- 
cenary combinations for the common advan- 
tage.

Mr. Dorman B. Eaten then read a memorial 
of Pesimaster Pearson. He said that in the 
month of May, twelve years azo, seventeen 
persons, ef whom Henry George Pearson was 
one, deeply impressed with the need of some 
strenuous endeavor for removing abuses in the 

ublic service, wet together in this city aud 

ormed the earliest of all the civil service re- 
form associations of the country, The whole 
official life of Mr. Pearson since that time, and 
the causes of his premature and tragic death, 
were intimately assoviated pot only with the 
principles waieh that association sought to ea- 
tablish, but with the most difficult and suc- 
cessful efforts for their enforcement. Justice 
to him and fidelity to those principles and to 
the public interests alike required that the 
leading facts of Mr. Pearson's’ life and 
the causes of his death should be at 
this time olearly understood by the people. 
Prominent among these Fay. wer was this: 
That the business offices of the Government, of 


| which Post Offices are good examples, wiil be 


principles of the public service are not to be | 


excused or palliated by the plea that they are 
mistakes and iaconsistencies. Errors are par- 
denable, but wrong acts conseiousiy performed 
are not errors; they are offenses for which the 
Offender is justly responsible.

THE GIANTS HASILY DEFEAT 
THE BENATORS. 

O’DAY’s CURVES. WERE HIT HARD AND 
THE NEW-YORKS SCORED UNTIL 
THEY WERE TIRED. 

Washington’s League team proved its in- 
ability to cepe favorably with the Giants yes- 
terday. The latter hit the ball at will and 
soored runs intil they were tired. They made 
singles, doubles, and triples, to the intense dé- 
light of the spectators, and Connor and Gore 
created no small amowvfat of enthusiasm by 
knocking the ball over the fence for nome runs. 
While the game was too one-sided to be inter- 
esting, it afforded amusement nevertheless, 
simply because the Giants won.

known to Lave even favored any measure for 
disturbing the New-York Postmaster. Hostile 
influences defeated adequate appropriations for 
the New-York Post Office and in various other 
ways obatructed Mr. Pearson's pians for im- 
provement. Vexatious and needless investiga- 
tious of his methods of work were begun by 
éreons predjadiced against him and resulted 
D reports, sometimes suppressed in the Post 
Oftics. which, when they are made public, 
will only raise him in the estimation of the peo- 
pie. This kind vf injustice ana perseeution did 
not end with the term of President Arthur, but 
Was continued until Mr. Pearson’s death, of 
which, as the Republican Party journal of this 
city had justly deciared, it and his zealous 
efforts to keep up the work of the office were in 
largé measure the cause. 

Mr, Eaton showed how the election of Mr. 
Cleveland increased the peril of Mr. Pearsen’s 
position. His eid enemies renewed their 
charges, yet Mr. Peurson did nothing in his 
own behalf but to work lard many extra hours 
daily to vive the people of New York City the 
best postal service this country bad ever seen. 
President Cleveland gave Mr. Pearson a hear- 
ing, 4nd as aresuit promptiy reappointed him 
as the person in New-York best qualitied tu be 
its Postmaster. Buteven with the approval of 
two Presidents of one party and one Of the 
other, and while continuing his noble work of 
improving the public administration, he was 
stillin peril from the evemies of the merit sys- 
temin both parties, Who eontinued their old 
tactics, embarrassing bim and taking thé basest 
advantage of the necessity which compelled bim 
to ask his subordinates to shares in some meas- 
ure the excessive work imposed upon him. 

After giving statistics showing the enormous 
amount of work transacted atthe New-York 
Poat Office, and showing thut under Mr, Pear- 
sen’s administration it was accomplished with 
previously unknown precision, rapidity, and 
economy, Mr. Eaton alluded to the clean and 
orderly eharacter of the office as remarkahbie in 
a city where all that is Most corrupt and dis- 
gracefulin American politics and official life 
have been illustrated. Asa proof that he had 
died @ wartyr to the work of reforim Mr. Eaton 
quoted from the New-York Jridbune, which said 
he ®ig worn out by overwork and from worry, 
and is simply a martyr to the public service,” 

The questions were: Why were not the serv- 
ices of this administration of unequaled abil- 
ity and devotion desired by the Government? 
Wiy was this reformer and martyr repelled 
and scorned by those in power? Why was a 
Postmaster utterly without experience in 
postal afiairs desired in 50 great an office 
where skill in its business is most 
essential? The country was iudeed fortunate 
ifa fitter man than the late Postmaster had 
been found for bis place, but it was inauapi- 
cious at this centennial peried if the selection of 
a Postmaster for New-York was made on the 
theory that party patronage was more impor- 
tant than good administration. The great act 
of injustice in the removal of Mr. Pearsen 
might be charged to the nefariots spoils 
system. Justice to the dead and the 
living required that the finger of scorn should 
be pointed at those in office and out of office at 
Washington ana in New-York whe were respon- 
sible for Mr. Pearson’s removal and death. The 
President might have been poorly informed as 
to the facts or deceived, and to that extent he 
must be excused, but there were men from the 
State of New-York, whose names were bitter on 
the tongues of thousands, to whom all the facts 
were known, and who should have brought them 
to the President's attention, and who are guilty 
to the degree that they failed to do se. 

Mr. Eaton showed how widespread the evil 
effect of such Government policy would be. To 
the boys in sehool it gave an obvious warning 
that their way to office was not through supe- 
rior intelligence, but threugh subserviency to 
party and party leaders. It was unfortunate 
that Mr. Pearson’s removal was brought about 
by the secret demands of selfish anu scheming 
partisans, and that the highest intelligence and 
public virtue of the country had been shocker. 
Atimély and statesmanlike expression of thia 
view was contained in the centennial address 
of Bishop Potter in 8t. Paul's Chureh, which 
showed the immense distance the country had 
drifted from the principles and practices ef 
the tirst President. 

In conclusion Mr. Eaton said that Mr. Pearson 
would soon have a biography, for such a life— 
so noble a record of heroiem and unselfish de- 
votion to Need ge ary not be suppressed by 
all the united efforts of all the partisans and 
spoilsmen in the land. 

It was voted to print this memorial and the 
address of Mr, Curtis and the report of the Ex- 
ecutive Comittee for distribution. 





STEVENS BOYS WIN,

MOVING DAY. 





VANS AND TRUCKS BUSY YESTERDAY— 
MANY WARRANTS OF EVICTION, 

The centennial celebration having beer 
disposed of, people who were unfortunate 
enough to be compelled to do so, yesterday gave 
their undivided attention to that annual Ameri 
©an pastime called “moving.” To ali intents 
and purposes yesterday, though a day late was 
the lst of May. The law governing dispossess 
proceedings provides that on the first and sec- 
ond days of May landlords have the right to 
dispessess tenants, for whom they ne longer 


eare to be landlords, at a notice of two hours, 
The lst of May having been a legal holiday, 
yesterday answered inthe eyes of the law for 
the two days rolled into ené, and landlords and 
tenants yesterday hada fleldday inthe Dis- 
trict Courts in this city. 

Hundreds of warrauts of eviction were grant- 
ed to landlords, and hundreds of anxious ten- 
ants filled the various courts and pleaded for a 
little further extension of time in which to 
move their goods and ehattels from the places 
in which they had lived. Most of those people 
who really answered in person the writs which 
had been served upon them obtained some of 
the further time they pleaded for, varying from 
twelve to forty-eight hours, but those who ig- 
nored the writs were packed out, bag and Dag- 
gage, before the sun had sot. 

Tne exouses offered were many. One old 
Trishman in Justice Lachman’s court declared 
with much emphasise that it would be imposai- 
ble for him to move until next Monday, be- 
eause his landlord was unfortunately given to 
gesting tna state of “bastely” intoxicatien. 

6 seemed much pained when his Honor 
informed him that this was nota valid reason 
for his longer continuing in the piace, and that 
he would have to vacate on Saturday morning, 
Some of the unfortunate ones asked to be per- 
mitted toremain until Monday because they 
would not be paid for their week’s work until 
Saturday night, and until then would not havs 


the money tv pay the moving expenses. The. 


Justices sympathized with such applicants, 
but were unable to afford any relief unless by 
the consent of the landlords. Ia all cases where 
some member of a dispossessed family was 
sick, eviction was postponed until that n 
had recovered sufficiently to be removed with 
safety. 

Many persons who were not compelled to do 
so moved their belongings yesterday, and the 
city’s streets were filled all day jong with vans 
and trueks, which the day before had done duty 
as grand stands from whieh to view the in- 
dustrial parade, piled high with the household 
goods they carried. They were everywhere, 
and it looked as if the city had gotten ever an 
industrial parade just in time to witness a 
grand domestic procession. 








WALL-STRBET TALK.

Now that the second century of our Union

ToR, Gen. SCHOFIELD, Gen. CROOK, and 
Gen. Drum will leave Washington for a 
fortnight’s visit to Forts Sheridan, Leaven- 
worth, Riley, Logan, D. A. Russell, Omaha, 
and Snelling. This tour of inspection will 
give the new Secretary some insight into 
at least-one portion of the work of his de- 
partment, and in every way it may be 
looked upon as an important visit.

The professions with which Mayor GRANT 
came into office have led some peeple te be- 
lieve that, for the sake of his own reputa- 
tion and for the purpose of convincing the 
public that the Tammany organization 
could be safely trusted to control the mu- 
nicipal administration, he would make his 
appointments from the best material at his 
command.

of the community. It. was of the utmost 
importance to maintain it in that position. 
Of the character and general capabilities 
of Mr, CHARLES G. WILSON we know little 
more than is implied in the fact that he is 
President of the Consolidated Exchange, 
familiarly known on the Street as the 
“big bucket shop,” but there is not 
the least reason for supposing that 
he has any qualifications for the 
place to which he has been ap- 
pointed. The full term on the Fire Com- 
mission has been given to Commissioner 
Purroy and two new men have been 
brought in, one to succeed to PURROY’S un- 
expired term and one to take the place of 
Mr. CRoKER. ANTHONY EICKHOFF has had 
a long experience in politics and belongs to 
the German centingent of Tammany. We 
know of no other recommendation for the 
place that he has, Of S. HowLanp Ros- 
BINS we know still less. 

When we come to the Excise Commission 
we can find no redeeming feature in the 
selections made. The duties do not re- 
quire the highest standard of intellectual 
ability, but they do call for a great deal of 
independence and firmness and a dispesi- 
tion to have the excise laws strictly en- 
foreed. The appointees are E, T. FiTzpat- 
RICK, JOSEPH Kocn, and ALEXANDER 
MrEakim. KocuH is well known as an ex- 
Senator, an ex-Dock Commissioner, and a 
lobbyist at Albany, a man who is in politics 
for what he can make by it, and conspicu- 
ously unfit for the place of Excise Com- 
missioner. FITZPATRICK is the Tammany 
leader in the Fourth Assembly District, 
and MEAKIM is nobody in particular. 
Neither has any sort of fitness for the place 
to which he has been appointed, but 
both will be likely to make the Excise 
Board serve the purposes of Tammany s0 
far as possible. Considering the extent of 
the saloon power in politics, it is reasonable 
to suppose that that is why they have been 
selected. 

GILROY’s appointment as Commissioner 
of Public Works is a matter apart from the 
rest. He has shown considerable executive 
capacity and we never heard anything 
against his personal character, but he is an 
ardent Tammany man and a believer in its 
political methods, and there is little doubt 
as to the use he would make of the immense 
‘“‘patronage” of the Department of Public 
Works. His legal title to the office is in 
doubt, and he seems to be unwilling to 
bring it to a test in a fair and straightfor- 
ward way. An order has been obtained from 
Judge BarRRETY directing Commissioner 
SmitH to show cause on Monday, at 
11 o'clock, why he should not deliver 
over the books and papers of the depart- 
ment to GitRoy. That would be well 
enough if it were intended then to have the 
issue made as to the title to the office under 
the law regulating the term, but itis evident- 
ly the Tammany purpose to secure a war- 
rant for the books and papers on a prima 
facie case under the Mayor’s appointment 
and the disputed clause of the Consolida- 
tion act, and leave Mr. SMITH te fight from 
the outside. But the counsel of the latter 
has obtained a temporary injunction from 
Judge TrRuax restraining GILROY frem 
meddling with the books and papers, 
and an order to show cause on Monday at 
10 o’clock why the injunction should not 
be continued. This is intended to forestall 
the other proceedings and compel the Gil- 
roy party to face the issue as to title to the 
office at once. Thisis what they ought to 
be willing todo and what they should be 
forced to do, whichever court holds juris- 
diction of the case. A case in which the 
complainant is net willing to meet the issue 
on its merits cannot be very strong, and the 
advantage of victory should not be accord- 
ed to him even temporarily before the ques- 
tion of legal right has been determined. 


MR. CURTIS’S ADDRESS. 


It was the duty of Mr. CuRTIS, as Presi- 
dent of the Civil Service Reform Associa- 
tion of New-York, at its annual meeting, to 
review the situation, and it was inevitable 
that he should examine the question of *‘ the 
condition and prospect of civil service re- 
form under the party change of administra- 
tion which occurred on the 4th of March.” 
The results of his examination are stated in 
the address published in full in ourcolumns 
‘this morning. That the inquiry has been 
made carefully and candidly need hardly 
be said. If Mr. Curtis were not himself by 
nature a man of extraordinary independ- 
ence of mind, with a deep sense of his re- 
sponsibility as a citizen, on whom ordinary 
party bias hasa very slight influence, his 
office as President of the Reform Associa- 
tion would impose impartiality upon him. 
The association is non-partisan. That is to 
say, ithas no relations to either party as 
such. Its members include men of each 
party and of very strong convictions in re- 
gard to the principles they believe to be 
forwarded by their party. There are in it 
and active in its work Democrats and Re- 
publicans, protectienists and free traders, 
men who have differed with each other 
widely in the past and do so new, but who 
are agreed that the spoils system, by which- 
ever party advocated or practiced, is an in- 
tolerable evil and nuisance. To an associa- 
tien thus composed its President could 
address no plea for one party and no merely 
partisan arraignment of the other. As he, 
and as the association, had been outspeken 
in their criticism of Mr. CLEVELAND and of 
his Administration in matters that are the 
especial concern of the association, so Mr. 
CURTIS was equally outspoken in his com- 
ments on Mr. HARRISON and his Adminis- 
tration. 

The condition he was called upon to re- 
view is nota cheerfulone. The Republican 
Party has been in full possession of the 
Federal Government for only two months, 
It is not along time, and had it not been 
crowded with significant action it would 
be far too brief to yield even trustworthy 
indications of the course and tendency of 
the party. But it has been so crowded, and 
it was the task necessarily set for Mr. 
CurRTIS to describe what this action has 
been. In order to do so clearly, he began 
by a cencise quotation of the pledges ef the 
Republican Party and of Mr. HaRRIson. 
They had promiced to carry out ‘‘ the spirit 
and purpese of the reform.” Mr. HARRISON 











had said: ‘It will be my sincere purpose, if 


have done neither the one nor the other. 
We-do not propose to go over the ground 
traversed by Mr. Curtis, It is reasonably 
familiar to our readers. His interpretation 
of the meaning of the facts is not different 
from that which from time to time we have 
had eccasion to point out. The farming 
out of appointments to the Congressmen of 
his party, the rapid and unnecessary 
changes made in cases where the needs of 


‘the service did not require-them, the sweep- 


ing operations of the gnillotine of Mr. 
CLARKSON in the Post Office Department, 
where he was placed avowedly to work 
that eruel machine, and, most. conspicuous, 
though by ne meas worse than others, the 
flagrant violation of the “spirit and -pur- 
pose of the reform” in the displacement of 
Mr. PEARSON, these are facts that Mr. 
CurTIs could not help but bring forward. 
He did so in a-‘manner that makes his ad- 
dress valuable reading for every real and 
sincere friend of honest government. 

We do not pretend to say hew far these 
plain yet temperate words of Mr. CuRTIS 
will sink into the minds of the leaders of 
the Republican Party. We do not even 
venture to think that those of the leaders 
immediately connected with the Adminie- 
tration will do themselves the kindness to 
read them. The facts set forth are, of course, 
familiar‘to these gentlemen. They do not 
need to be told by any one what their own 
promises were in the convention last year, 
or what those ef Mr. HARRISON were when 
he came before the American people, asking 
them to give him the office of President. 
They know as well as we do that these 


. promises were ‘false as dicers’ oaths”; that 


they have been broken openly, repeatedly, 
systematically; that there has been no pre- 
tense of keeping them. But they think that 
they know, also, that the number of votes 
that will be influenced by their duplicity 
and treachery is net large enough to hurt 
them, and they believe that the notes they 
gave in 1888 cannot be collected at the 
polls, and they probably regard it as simple 
folly to pay when their creditors cannot 
forcethem to pay. In that they may be 
mistaken. We know that a considerable 
number of Republicans who supported Mr. 
HARRISON because they believed him to be 
a religious, Ged-fearing, Christian gentle- 
man who weuld keep the promises he had 
explicitly made, are deeply indignant at his 
action. Ifthe Republican managers make 
light of that sentiment they may find out 
their error when it is toe late. And there is 
another sentiment not so exalted that they 
cannot affurd to ignore; it is that love of 
common honesty that is still strong in the 
hearts of average American citizens. Inthe 
long run they will have to make their ac- 
count with this, and, as things are now go- 
ing, the score will be a long one. 





THE NATIONAL FORESTS. 

There was laid before President HARRI- 
SON a few days ago by a committee repre- 
senting the American Forestry Congress a 
memorial in which he was urged to recom- 
mend the enactment of laws designed to 
preserve the timber on the public lands, 
It is pointed eut in the memorial that mill- 
ions of acres of timber land have been dis- 
posed of at prices that would not cover the 
cost of surveying them, and that the pur- 
chasers, after enriching themselves by cut- 
ting off the timber, have abandoned the 
land as comparatively worthless. Reference 
is made also to the public timber taken by 
thieves. The memorialists say: 

“These great and precious harvest fields 
have been reaped in many cases without the 
preliminary payment of even the small pittance 
required by the Government to secure the fee 
simple of the land. For years the timber prop- 
erty of the Nation has been fraudulently taken, 
net only by individuals, but by eorporations, 
great and small. So long has this been done, 
and so feeble has been the resistance of the 
Government, that the publie conscience has 
been greatly demoralized thereby, and when 
preseeutions of the offenders have been under- 
taken it has been a)most impossible to secure 


their conviction on account of the refusal of 
witnesses to testify.” 


It is then shown from the reports of the 
Land Office that the valueof public timber 
reported te have been stolen in the seven 
years ending with 1887 was $36,719,935, 
and that the Government recovered from 
the thieves in those years only $478,073, 
although this paltry sum exceeded the ap- 
propriations made for the protection of the 
timber and the detection of those who were 
stealing it. For example, $128,642 was re- 
covered in 1887, and the appropriation for 
that year was only $75,000. It should be 
understood that there is stolen a consider- 
able quantity that is not estimated in the 
reports because the Government has no offi- 
cial knewledge of it. The memorialists also 
say: 

“The Commissioners ef the Public Lands have 
repeatedly é6xposed these frauds and urged a 
change of the system of management, and it 
would seem too plain for argument that a sys- 
tem must be wrong under which not 2 per sent. 
of the value of the property stolen is recovered.” 

The statements of the memorial have been 
commented upon by the press, and there is 
in some quarters an inclination to hold the 
Land Office responsible for the failure te 
prevent these thefts or to recover the value 
ef the stolen goods. It should be known 
that the Land Commissioners recently in 
office have not been in fault. The Repub- 
lican Commissioner, MCFARLAND, at the 
head of the Land Office during Mr. 
ARTHUR’S Administration, and the Demo- 
cratic Commissioner, SPARKS, who suc- 
ceeded him, strove with all their power to 
prevent the spoliation of the public timber 
lands and to procure from Cengress a 
change in the laws and appropriations suffi- 
ciently large to insure the detection and 
prompt prosecution of the thieves. But 
they labored almostin vain. Mr. SPAaRKSmay 
not have been an ideally perfect officer, but 
he sought with all his strength to preserve 
the public domain for honest settlers and 
te defeat the purposes of the speculators 
and thieves who had by force or fraud 
gained possession of agricultural and tim- 
ber lands and were still engaged in their 
unlawful work. Consequently he was ep- 
posed by every corporation that was holding 
or claiming land te which it was not en- 
titled or that had robbed and was still rob- 
bing the publip lands of timber. Every 
speculator whe hud carved a great estate 
eut of the public domain by fraud and 
every cattle company that had fenced 





thousands of acres without title joined the 






corporations in assailing him. No officer 
working under the conditions to which he 
was subjected could have labored more 
strenuously to preserve the public timber 
and to bring to justice those who had stolen 
such timber. It was not his fault that so 
small a sum was recovered. 

The blame should be laid upon Congress 
and upon unworthy subordinates of the 
Department of Justice, whose duty it was 
to prosecute the thieves. At the same time 
it should not be forgotten that the eenvic- 
tion of those who have stolen land or tim- 
ber is secured with great difficulty, even 
when the prosecutors are in earnest and are 
not restrained by the Government’s failure 
to supply money for absolutely necessary 
expenses. Owing to the influence of mem- 
bers of Congress who did not desire that 
the land laws should be strictly enforced 
or that those who had violated them should 
be punished, the appropriations needed for 
the detection of theft and the pursuit of 
the guilty have Leen withheld and the legis- 
lation repeatedly and urgently recommend- 
ed by Mr. Sparks and his Republican pred- 
ecessor has been defeated. 

The trial.of timber suits involving mill- 
ions of dollars has been delayed for years 
owing to the influence of the defendants or 
the lack of small sums of money needed for 
the preparation of evidence, in spite of the 
repeated declaration that such delays must 
deprive the Government of the evidence 
without which convictien could not be ob- 
tained. Speculators who have stolen mill- 
ions of dollars’ worth of timber—the Red- 
wood thieves in California, for example 
—have been enabled to defy the courts by 
the blunders, intentional er otherwise, of 
prosecuting officers. Indeed, the attitude of 
Congress has been such and the opposing 
influences have been so powerful that it 
would not be surprising if the Government 
had not recovered a cent in the years to 
which the memorialists refer. Even the 
most industrious aad earnest and honest of 
Commissioners can do very little without 
the aid ef Congress aud the Department of 
Justice, but he can direct attention in his 
reports to the work that should be done, 
The memoriaiists should exert their infiu- 
ence to secure the appointment of a well- 
equipped man to the office that will proba- 
bly soon be vacant.

The two EVERESTS who were prosecuted 
to conviction in Buffalo three years ago 
upon the charge that they had conspired to 
injure and destroy the property of the Buf- 
falo Lubricating Oil Works have with- 
drawn their appeal to the Court of Appeals 
and paid the remarkably small fines that 
were imposed—$250 for each defendant. 
This is the end of a case that is still inter- 
esting to those who study the ways of 
Trusts. The defendants were officers of a 
petroleum refining company that was and is 
controlled by the Standard Oil Trust, 
which holds 75 per cent. of its capital 
stock. Atthe beginning of the trial some 
of the officers of the Trust itself were de- 
fendants with them, but these were dis- 
charged by the court before the case was 
given to the jury. The court found that 
the EVERESTS had conspired to drive out 
of business a refining company that had 
undertaken to refine petroleum with- 
out making terms with the Trust, 
and that there had been an attempt to 
destroy this independent company’s ma- 
chinery. The imposition of fines amount- 
ing to only $500 did not subject the de- 
fendants to any pecuniary hardship, but 
the injured company had cause to rue the 
day when it sought to defend its rights. 
It became entangled in harassing litiga- 
tion, and, if our memory is not at fault, it 
fellinto bankruptcy and was deprived of 
any power to compete with the Trust’s re- 
fineries,

MUOH JOBBERY AT ALBANY. 


THE LOBBY WILL WAIT TILL THE LAST 
FEW DAYS OF THE SESSION. 
ALBANY, May 2.—However much inclined the 
Legislature may be to adjourn on the 16th inst. 
as the original final adjournment resolution 
specifies, itis hardly possible that that pro- 
gramme will be carried out. There are many 
jobs tied up in committees and seores of bad 
bills in the clerks’ desks which eannot be 
reached unless the date of final adjournment is 
extended. The leaders, however, are determined 
not to earry the session over the week ending 
May 18, and the scheme is now to hold three 
sessions & day, including Saturday of next 
week, to make up for this week’s recess, and ad- 
journ finally on Saturday, May 18—two weeks 
for riotous works, for deals, jobs, and schemes, 
of benefit to politioal trieksters, jobbers, high- 
waymen, and legislative footpads: of benefit to 
the Btate—none. All the vicious billa are yet to 
be considered, purposely held back for the final 
days to enable the lobby to do their work satis- 
factorily and the eorrupt members to return to 
their homes with pleasant recollections of the 

final days of the seasion. 

The Legislature has been in session four 
months. The good it has done can be summed 
up in fifty words, the evil ij has accomplished 
will take many sesions to undo. Ballot reform 
is the one single measure that stands to the 
credit of the Legislature, while such important 
Tacasures as high heense, cempulsory educa- 
tion, State care of the insane, and rapid transit 
tor New-York City are by nO means certain ef 
beceming laws, either through the fatlure ef 
the Senate to pass the billa or the determination 
ef the Governor to veto them. The three Tam- 
many-Platt deal bills, however, are certain te 
be put into the Governor’s hands. While the 
press of the city of New-York are almost toa 
paper opposed to these measures, the sentiment 
of the Democrats outside of New-York is unani- 
mous against them. The strenuous denials ef 
the Platt Republicans and of Tammany Demo- 
crats that the bills are the result of 
@ bargain is one of the ridiculous features 
of the business. Nobody is deceived by these 
protestations cf innocence; the fact that the 
three bills should have been taken up in one day 
in one House so late in the session and jumped 
through the Senate within twenty-four hours 
after passing the House, and the unanimity 
with which their progress was accelerated by 
Tammany-Platt votes, are themselves the 
strongest evidence of a bargain, even if it were 
not knewn that erders had been received by 
the Tammany Democrats from Mr. Croker and 


by the Republicans from Mr, Platt to pass the 
bills without delay. . 





One of the interesting developments in this 
Taatter will be Gov. Hill’s action. The Gevernor 
is between two fires. His approval of the bills 
will establish the proof ef a bargain last Fall be- 
tween him and the Republiean leaders. His 
Veto will create the antagonism of Tammany 
Hall against him. Tammany has. succeeded 
shrewdly enough to push all her other impor- 
tant schemes ——— the Legislature, and the 
Governors veto of the “deal” bill will, asa 
matter of fact, leave her politically in as good 
@ shape as she is to-day. 

Conservative Democrats who have never been 
identified with either Tammany Halil or the 
* Counties” take the position that Gov. Hill will 
not dare sign these bills with his reeent aque- 
duct job experience staring him in the face. 
He signed the Aqueduct bill in 1886 in defiance 
of public opinion and the protest ef Tammany 
Hall, at that time considered the weaker taction 
in New-York. He signed it because he was then 
in the hands of certain contractors, whom 
he thought would be servieeable in rais- 
ing funds for his Gubernatorial seanvass 
in 1888. Within two years he had to eat his 
own words and request the Legislature in extra 
session to repeal the law. As a result, he and 
the contractors whom he then benefited and the 
Commissioners whom he legislated out of offiee 
ae not speak as they pass by. That sort of 
legislation benefitea Tammany Hali when it 
was the under dog. 

The situation of 1886 is to a very large extent 
repeated this year, with the exception that Tam- 
many is now regarded as the stronger organiza- 
tion. Public sentiment is as vehement against 
the deal as it was against the job of 1886; the 
same newspapers are feund in opposition, but 
this time itis the **Counties” who protest in- 
stead of Tammany. The Governor is very 
adroit as a straddler, and it will be curious to 
see how be comes eut. It is not funds that he 
oes for in this deal, but delegates for 


Mr. Ernest H. Crosby of the Twenty-first Dis- 
trict has been one of the few Republicans in 
the Legislature whose course has always been 


consistent in its watchfulness of the people’s in- 
terests, and who has always been conspicueus 
for his antagonism te the machine and machine 
methods. But this year Mr. Crosby’s actions 
have at times been a surprise to his friends. 
On occasions when his brusque, strong voice 
was expected in denunciatien of some particu- 
larly vicious measure he was prominent by his 
silence. One of the great surprises of the ses- 
sion was when Mr. Crosby advanced the Stand- 
ard Oil grab bill to a third reading, a measure 
that was rejected by the member whose district 
was affected by its provisions. His silence 
wher the Tammany-Platt deal bills were con- 
sidered was unaceountable, but all this is 
now explained, for the rumer comes 
from Washington that he is a candidate 
for office under this Administration—none 
other than the United States District At- 
terneyship for the Southern Distriot of New- 
York. Six weeks ago Mr. Crosby went to Wash- 
ington “‘on business,” it was explained at the 
time. He, it will be remembered, was an 
original Hiseock Senatorial man, and it was 
mainly through his coalition with Senator Frank 
Hendricks that Mr. Hiscock’s candidacy became 
formidable. Now, it 1s claimed, Mr. Crosby’s 
great services on that oceasien will be hand- 
somely reeiprocated by the junior United States 
Senator from this State, and during his visit six 
weeks ago the foundation of his office-seeking 
ambition was firmly laid.

President Smith made a short speech, in which 
he returned thanks for his re-election, and then 
Nathanie! Niles, who, three years ago intro 


duced the first resolution in the Chamber rela 
tive to the centennial celebration, introduced 
one yesterday which will permanently com-< 
memorate it. It provides that medals in gold, 
silver, and bronze shall be struck by the Cham- 
ber of Commerce commemorative of the centen- 
nial, and that of the medals in gold one shall be 
deposited in the archives of the Chamber, and 
one shall be presented te the President of the 
United States, one to Bishop Potter, one to 
Archbishop Corrigan, one to Joun G. Whittier, 
one to Chauncey M. Depew, one to Gov. Hill, 
ene to Mayor Grant, and one to Hamilton Fish, 
The resolution also calls for a committee of five, 
to be appointed by the President, to earry out 
the reseiution. and to report to the Chamber as 
te the manner of distributing the medals in 
silver and bronze. The resolution went te the 
Executive Committee. 

It is ) prrsnge: that the silver medals will go 
to the Governors of States, the commanders of 
divisions or other military officials, and mem- 
bers of the Centennial Committee. The bronze 
medals will be distributed among the mem- 
bers of the Chamber and ethers. It is the in- 
tention to make the medal one well worthy of 
the event it commemorates. On one side will 
probably be the seal of the Chamber of Com- 
merce,and the ether will have the heads of Wash- 
ington and Harrison, the date of the centen- 
nial celebration, and other inscriptions. All 
the medals will be struck from the same die. 


8. B. CHITTENDEN’S MEMORY, 
Mr. Seth Low made an addressin memory of 
Simeon B. Chittenden. He said: 


MR. PRESIDENT: Sinee the Chamber last met 
another of the noted merchants who in our day 
have given weight and influence to this body has 
Passed away. On the morning of the 14th of 
April the Hon. Simeon B, Chittenden died as his 
home in Brooklyn. He had overpassed by five 
years the allotted limit of threescore years and 
ten, and until the very end he had not found the 
added years to be labor and sorrow. Iadeed, up 
to the end he made these years bright with a 
Tipe and generous philanthropy. 1t was char- 
acteristic of him that he should naveilluminated 
the closing days of his life by as gift to the 
Young Women’s Christian Association of Brook- 
lyn of @ well-chosen site for a building whieh he 
heped they would soon ereet for their perma- 
nent home. This is not the place nor the occa- 
sion for the full story of his hfe, but Mr. Chit- 
tenden illustrated so happily many of the best 
qualities of the American merehant that upon 
this aspect of his eareer I trust [ may be pex 
mitted to say a few words. 

Beginning as a boy who was eompelled to 
make nis own way, he reached by middie life a 
position of well-earned eminence in business 
circles. This position he attained by no stroke 
of luek, by no happy accident, but by the slow 
processes of industry, coupled with a never- 
tailing integrity. At one moment of his Career, 
when his business was at its largest, his store, 
with its contents, was burned to the ground. 
The next morning the firm of 8. B. Chittenden 
& Co, opened for business in other quarters, and 
continued its prosperous course unchecked, 
The flames might destroy his merchandise, 
but no fire could dismay or conquer the 
clear head and stout hears of the 
brave wan. So it was demonstrated 
anew, 12 his case, that a business does nos con- 
sist of warehouses and merchandise, but of the 
man with the capacity, the eourage, and the 
will to carry it on hile still nog an old man, 
at the age of sixty Mr. Chittenden brought his 
business life to a close by voluntary retiremeat. 
He had demonstrated his ability to earry his 
‘business successfully through every panic 
which occurred during bis commercial life. He 
had acquired a fortune which he deemed ample 
for his wants despite his always liberal giving. 
He now demonstrated by bis retirement his 
possession of that still rarer quality in 
@ successful merchant, the ability to be 
content at some point im the _ atrife 
tor wealth. Nor did he suffer, as some men 
have dene in the like case, tor the laex of his 
lifelong occupation. Though not a man of 
marked literary tastes, life, in all its aspecte, 
interested him, and he found no diffieuity in 
keeping himself happily employed. Thereafter 
he devoted himself with more zest than ever 
to the work of wisely giving, for the advantage 
of his fellews, whats ho thought he preperly 
could give. 

At the end of his commercial career Mr, Chit- 
tenden entered Congress, serving as & member 
ef the House of Representatives fer seven 
years, During this period he repeatedly dis- 
played erthe floor of the House the same 
Gauntiless spirit which led him to exclaim ata 
critical time just before the outbreak of the 
War: “If there be anything in my sentiments 
really offensive, I make it a point ef honor to 
expose them for condemnation.” The whole 
period of his public life waa rife with debated 
on questions of currency and resumption. Mr. 
Chittenden brought to the discussion of these 
questions the same clear-sighted judgment 
which he applied in his own business, and it is 
saying little to say that he advocated his viewr 
tearlessly and with power en every oceasion.

It would be impossible te give a detailed de- 
acriptien of Dr. von Biilow’s direction of these 
works without entering into many teehnical 
distinctions which would weary the reader and 
afterward leave him little wiser as to the general 
effeetoft the perfermance. Itcan besaid that in 
none of the works were there any revolution- 
ary readings. Indeed, one might have closed 
his eyes and fancied he was listening to a per- 
formance of the “‘ Eroiea” by the Philharmonic, 
except for little touches ef emphasis ,here and 
there and several striking contrasts in tempo in 
the last movement. : 

The orchestra, under the fiery little doetor, 
played with an abundance of vigor, and 
brought out all the conductor’s ideas as to 
shading with great tidelity. Butitis undenia- 
ble that there was an occasional laek of that 
absolute precision which was noticeable in the 
doctor's first orchestral concert. Moreover, the 
entertainment as a whole was seriously injured 
by the presence of the decorations which had 
been put into the house for the centennial 
festivities. The great amount of velvet hung 
around the boxes and the festoons of bantin 
suspended from the ceiling deadened the soun 
of the orehestra and robbed it of its normal 
sonerity. 

Perhaps the most satisfactory work of the 
evening was the performance otf the “ Meister- 
singer” verspill, which was given with splendid 
spirit and with a marveleussvealth of detail. 
The familiar passage in the wood was played 
much wore eo ay? than we commonly hear it, 
and it gained largely in significance thereby. 
The contrast of the bread march movement was, 
moreover, heightened and strengthened. 
wThe coneert in its entirety was enjoyable, and 
probably no feelings were outraged except those 
ef the arrant Wagnerites, who must have 
connee under the doctors picturesque ad- 
Tainistration of Meyerbeer. Mayhap also they 
did not relish the splendid performance of that 
impressive Brahms overture; but to those who 
have heard it mercilessly handled, lass night’s 
performance was a treat.

v ted, first, the removal of tne arbitrary re- 
strictions by which Congress endeavered te 
determine the amount of the national bank our- 
rency to be issuedin the different sectiens of 
the country; second, the restoration of the 
right to fund greenbacks in United States bonds; 
third, the cancellation of the greenbDacks so 
fuaded. It cannot be doubted that his plan, if 
adopted, would have proved efficient, although, 
With others, he at one time questioned the suc- 
cess of the plan actually chosen. It remained 
an offense to him to tne last that the forced 
loan of greenbacks should continue to be issued 
as legal tender when no longer having excuse 
asa war measure. He arranged with Gen. But- 
ler for a friendly sult to test the constitution- 
ality of such issue in times of peace. In this 
suit Mr. Chittenden’s opinion was not sustained 
by the Supreme Court, but Mr. Bryce, in his re- 
cent book on the American Commonwealth, 
refers to this decision as one ef the most strik- 
ing instances of the expansion of the Consti- 
tution by judicial interpretation. Mr. Chitten- 
den relentiessly opposed the coinage of the 
silver dollar, exeept of a value equal to the 
gola dollar, claiming that the Government 
should give honest weight in coin as uniformly 
as @ merchant shouid give honest measure in 
goods. in one word, he voised cloquentiy, per- 
slatently, and fearlessly in the councils of the 
Nation the views and conclusions which his 
business experience had impressed upon his 


judgment. 

It fell to his lot, during these days in Con- 
gress, to play a leading part in one achieve- 
ment, whieh may well be alluded to at this 
tame. Mr. Chittenden introduced and secured 
the passage of the bill which permitted tha 
statue ef Washington whieh now stands upon 
the steps of the Sub-Treasury to be placed 
there by this chamber, and in the raising of 
money to carry this purpose inte effect Mr. 
Cnhittenden’s name, as was apt to be the case in 
such matters, led all the rest. And soit hap 
pens that when President Harrison stood the 
other day during the celebration of the centen- 
Bial of Washington’s inauguration upon the 
steps of the Sub-Treasury, the statue of the 
great Washington gave vividness and mearing 
to the solemn occasion, and this statue stands 
upon the same stone on which Washington him- 
seif stood when he took the oath of office. 

Thus, Mr. President, Mr. Chittenden illus- 
trated the fine traits of the typical American 
merchant, not only in his mercantile success 
and his reputation for unswerving integrity, 
but in his philanthropy and in his public spirit. 
In all alike he reflected honor on the city ip 
which be made his heme, and on this ehambei 
with which, for so many years, be was promi- 
nently identified. I bex, therefore, to offer une 
following preamble and resolutton: 

Whereas, Since the last meeting of this chamber, 
the Hon. Simeon B. Chittenden, at one time a Vice 
President of this body, has been taken from our 
midst by death; theretiore, be it 

Resolved, That this champer sincere mourns 
his loss, and gladly and affectionately places upoa 
its record this testimonial of his worth as a man, 
his value as a merchant, and his services aa a pul 
lic-spirited citizen.

‘MAYOR GRANT'S APPOINTMENT OF A 
NEW COMMISSIONER OF PUBLIC 
WORKS LEADS TO A LEGAL STRUGGLE. 

As soon as Thomas F. Gilroy received 
‘from Mayor Grant yesterday morning his} cer 
tificate of appointment as Commissiener of 

Public Werks for a term supposed to begin on 
‘May 1, 1889, and continue until May 1, 1893, 
\he-hurried over to the Finance Department and 
‘fled with Controller Myers nis bond for $10,000, 
‘his sureties being J. Edward Simmons, President 
of the Fourth National Bank, ‘and Joseph M. 
\De Veau, President of the Mount Morris Bank. 

Thus was begun what promises te be a re- 
markable fight for the possession of an office 
which Tammany Hall yearns for because of the 
patronage attached to it. Immediately after 
filing his bond Mr. Gilroy went to the office of 
‘Public Works Commissioner Smith. He was ac- 
‘oompanted by two of his ceunsel, Messrs. John

Mr. Gilroy said he had been appointed Com- 
jmissioner ef Public Works by Mayor Grant and 
‘had made his iourmey to demand the surrender 
of the office and its books and papers. He 
offered to read a long list of the boeks and 
pes he meant, but Commissioner Smith told 
im the reading was not necessary, adding that 
he retused to give up his office or any of its 
appurtenances, because he had been advised 
that his term had not expired. He recalled to 
‘Mr. Gilroy the fact that he had already madea 
‘fair offer to Mayor Grant for the settlement of 
the controversy in the courts by & method that 
could be pursued to its end in the Court of Ap- 
peals prior to July 1. 
After a brief, amicable conversation in a low 
tone Messrs. Smith and Gilroy parted, and the 
latter, with Messrs. Bowers and Clark, went to 
the Mayor’s office, where they met Messrs. 
James C. Carter and Bourke Cookran, who 
were also counse] for Mr. Gilroy. The lawyers 
quickly made ready papers on which to apply 
for an order to Commissioner Smith to show 
cause why he should not be compelled to sur- 
render to their elient the books and papers of 
the Department of Public Works. 
The application for the order was first made 
te Judge George L. Ingraham, holding Supreme 
Court, Chambers. He refused to grant it be- 
cause the April term he was holding was about 
to elose. He suggested that the application be 
made to Judge George C. Barrett, who will 
hola the May term, beginning on Monday. 
Judge Barrett was speedily found and he 
granted the order, making it returnable at 11 
o’clock Menday morning. The principal one ot 
the papers on which it is based is a 
complaint made by Mr. Gilroy. He. de- 
olares that Commissioner Smith succeeded 
in December, 1888, to a term of office 
as Commissioner of Public Works, formerly held 
by Gen. John Newton; that this term was lim- 
ited by law to May 1, 1889; that it expired on 
that date, and that on May 2 Mayer Grant ap- 
einted Themas F. Gilroy Commissionér of 
ublie Works fer a full term beginning on May 
1, 1889, and running to May 1, 1893, The com- 
plaint runs on that Thomas F. Gilroy demand- 
ed —S of the Department of Public 
Works and was refused, as he was refused also 
the beeks and papers of the department. On 
the greund therefore that Commissioner Smith 
‘was an intruder in the office, Mr. Gilroy asked 
for an order to eompel him to give up the books 
and papers of the department. 
Appended to the complaint were two sched- 
ules of the books of the several bureaus of the 
Department of Public Works to inferm the 
eourt precisely what Mr. Gilroy wanted. Wiil- 
iam J, Duggett and John 8B. Kavanagh, assist- 
ants of the Commissioners of Accounts, made 
affidavits that these schedules were correct, 
and were made by them from information pro- 
cured while inquiring into the aifairs ef the De- 
partment of Public Works. 
Under Sheriff Sexton went to serve the order 
on Commissioner Smith about 1:30 o’elock, but 
could not find him. He had left his office about 
noon and did net return. He was evidently 
engaged with his lawyers for late in the 
afternoon, his chief counsel, ex-Judge Noah 
Davis, procured from Judge Truax of the 
Superior Court atemporary injunction restrain- 
ing Thomas F. Gilroy and anybody acting for 
him or on his behalf from in any way interfer- 
‘ing with Commissioner Smith’s eustody of the 
books of the Public Works Department, and 
an order to Mr. Gilroy to show cause at 10 
o’clock on Monday morning why the injunction 
should not be continued.. The purpose of this 
injunction is best studied in the light of the 
statutes on which Mr. Gilroy’s lawyers base 
their proceeding to compel Commissioner Smith 
to surrender the books. These seem to declare 
‘that if, on the return of such ar order to show 
cause as has been granted by Judge Barrett, 
the person co whom it is addressed does net 
make Oath that he bas already delivered up the 
‘books sought from him, and it appears that he 
yet withholds them, he shall be committed to 

ail to remain there until he has given them up. 

urthermere, they centain this provision: 

“If required by the complainant sach officer 
(Judze) shall also issue his warrant. directed to any 
Sheriff or constable, commanding them, in the day- 
time, to search such qe as shail be designated in 
such warrant for such books and papers as belonged 
to the officer so removed, or whose term of office ex- 
pired, in his official capacity and which appertained 
to such office, and seize and bring them before the 
officer issuing such warrant. 

“ Upon anysbooks andjpapers being brought befere 
such officer, by virtue of such warrant, he shali in- 

uire and examine whether the same appertained to 
the office from which the person so refusing to de- 
liver was removed, or of which the term expired, 
and he shall cause the same to be delivered to the 
complainant.”

now to make a prima facie ease against Com- 
missioner Smith, based on the Mayor’s certiti- 
eate of appointment held »y Mr. Gilroy and the 
terms of section 106 of the Consolidation act, 
to justify the Judge before whom they 
proceed in determining, on Commissioner 
Smith’s centinued refusal to give up the 
books of his effice, that he is contumaeious, to 
send him to jall, to seize his beoks threugh the 
Sheriff, and on ascertaining that they belong to 
the Department of Public Works to cause them 
*“*to be delivered to the complainant.” Sucha 
pourse of proeedure would be very satisfactory 
to the ‘ammanyites. The books once in 
their possession, Mr. Gilroy could set 
up in business as Commissioner of Public 
Works, and could guietiy discontinue his 
roceedings before the courts, leaving Com- 

issioner Smith on the outside to bring suit 
for the establishment of his title to office. 
Victory at the close of his litigation would be 
worth to him only the salary he would reeeive 
for the period during which he was dis- 
possessed. 

It is to prevent such a condition of affairs 
from happening that Commissioner Smith's 
pounsel have procured the injunction frem 
udge Truax. Three of the counsel—ex-Judge 

oah Davis, Nelson J. Waterbury, and Robert 
E. Sewell—said yesterday that the statute giv- 
ing a Supreme Court Judge power to issue an 
order compeliizg an outgoing public officer to 
turn over the books and paners of his office to 
his suceessor does not apply in a case where 
there ie a question as to whether the officer is 
outgoing, and there is a bona lide dispute as to 


title. 

The order in the preceeding on behalf of Mr. 
Gilrey being returnable atsli e’cloek on Mon- 
day, and that in Commissioner Smith's injunc- 
tion matter being returnable at 10 o’elock on 
the same morning, the latter has precedence, 
and to that extent Commissioner Smith has 
‘now the better end of the matter. It is not be- 
lieved that Mr. Gilroy’s lawyers can makea 
ease which would induce Judge Barrett to 
‘shorten the notice of motion before him, so that 
‘the advantage is likely to remain where it 
now is.

He said only 
a few words, extending his hearty wish that the 
association migbt prosper in its new home. 

Mr. Depew was then introduced asthe “hen- 
ored son ef the Empire State” and made one of 
the most effective speeches of his life. The 
brilliant points in his speech stirred the South- 
ern blood of his hearers until they went 
almost wild in the extent of their en- 
thusiastic applause. His was & humorous 
speech, and it began with conspicuously face- 
tious allusions to the address just made by 
Mr. Morten. The best speech that gentleman 
ever made in his life, he added, was when he 
sald: “Depew, if I were you I wouldn’t think 
of taking the nomination for the Presidency of 
the United States.” ‘I followed his advice,” 

.Mr. Depew continued, ‘‘and that left the State 
of New-York clear fer the Vice Presidency.” 

Mr. Depew then talked at Jength of the great 
celebration which has just been eoncluded and 
of what that celebration really meant. ‘‘When 
I saw walking down Broadway yesterday,” he 
said, ‘all the elements of the population of other 
eountries, representing their respective trades 
and industries,all bearing the flag of the Nation 
we love, and not one exhibiting the red flag of 
Communism or the black flag of Anarchy, then 
I believed that all, indeed, had been baptized 
with the patriotism ef American citizenship.” 

The unity of the American Republic was 
dwelt upon, of how from North to South the Na- 
tion was solid in its patriotism, and the great 
American orator told some stories to illustrate 
this fact which drew forth sheers which were 
heard a blook er. 

The speech made by Henry W. Grady, who 

followed Mr. Depew, was punctuated with ap- 
pDlause that made the building ring. He talked 
as a Southern man to Southern men, and his 
address was one long combination of beautiful 
sentences. He was glad to congratulate his 
eountrymen upon having a home in the greatest 
pees A in America, and glad that he was thére to 
help in its opening. In that heme should be 
estaDlished as its household god the old spirit of 
the South, the spirit of patriotism, of loyalty to 
country and to friends, of hospitality, of char- 
ity. That spirit established, and the home 
would become not only a home, but @ shrine to 
every Southerner who came within its walis. 

For him to follow Chauneey Depew, he said, 
were as if a rush light were to hump Itself along 
the luminous track of a meteor, whereupon Mr. 
pr laughed leud and long, and shouted, 


o.” Mr. Grady then talked of the old 
South and of the new, of how the 
young men of the South had under- 
taken the bereulean task of re- 


habililating their prostrate and bleeding 
section after the civil war, and how wonderfully 
they had succeeded. With such men to work 
for ita preservation, there need never have 
been any fear felt as to the safety of the Na- 
tien. The future of the new South was mag- 
nificent, and nothing could standin the way of 
its success. 

Other speeches were made by Gov. Biggs, 
Secretary Compte, and Gov. Richardson. 

During the evening a letter was read from 
Capt. Hugh R. Garden of North Carolina 
donating to the association a collection of 1,000 
volumes of works relating to the Aistory of 
Southern people, and it was also announced 
that Mr. Edward Stokes had presented to the 
association a magnificent seventeen-hundred- 
dollar mantel clock, which then ornamented 
the parlor.

A CORRESPONDENT TELLS WHAT 


SAW OF POLICE BRUTALITY. 
To the Hattor of the New-York Times: 

Your oritielisam upon the New-York police for 
their conduct during the precession Wednesday 
seems to be severe, but inthe light of my own ex- 
perience and observation I fear it is just. They 
certainly had a difficult task to perform, and large 
allowance should be made for them. But I think 
they labored under a misapprehension as to their 
relation to the of people by whom they 
were surrounded. . 

These people had been invited to come to view 


the processions. Indeed. they were gotten up for 
the purpose of being looked at. In the case of our 
own citizens the days for the processions had been 
made legal holidays so that ali might have an equal 
chance to enjoy them. And citizens and their fami- 
lies from every partof the country had been as- 
sured of a welcome. There was every reason, then, 
why the greatest possible courtesy and forbearance 
should be shown toward the sightseers. 

So far as my own observation went, the general 
disposition was te be orderly and law-abiding. The 
appearance of the crowd was certainly most re- 
spectable. On Tuesday I was fortunate seonse to 
have awindow on the corner of Thirty-eighth- 
street, and for nearly four hours before the proces- 
sion began I looked down upon and watched the 

roceedings of the police. Their first serious mis- 

© was to try to keep people from Crossing the 
streets, even for three hours before the procession 
came along. Instead of nespiee the side streets 
open that citizens and visitors might cross for 
urposes of business or pleasure, they seemed to 
hink it their right tocut off communication from 
the two sides of the avenue. 

At about 9:30 o’clock I sought to cross in order to 
bring @ number of my family to the pesition I had 
secured, Instead of being aided to fiad my way 
through Thirty -eighth-street I was rudely ordered

1 saw 
men who were quietly standing on the sidewalk, as 
they had a right to tapped on the head by po- 
licemen’s clubs to make them fall back and allow 
people who were in the street in front of them to 
at on the sidewalks. [ saw mounted policemen 
§eliberately back their horses into unoffending 
ds of men, wemen, and children. 

It certain was folly to attempt to keep the 
‘streets clear for hours tefore the procession came. 
One of the eujoyments of the people, was to walk 
through the streets and look at the decorations, 
ana they should have been”encouraged and aided, 
and not treated as criminals tor doing it. I sincere- 
ly trust there will be such an agitation of this 
subject as will lead the police to appreciate that 
citizens and atrangers have rights even on public 
oecasions which cannot be violated with impaniy:

FAULTS OF THE 
ON OTHER SHOULDERS. 

HE PAYS HIS RESPECTS TO THE COMMIT- 
TEE AND DISCOURSES ON THE TEXT 
“IT MIGHT HAVE BEEN.” 

Ward McAllister was not an altogether 
disinterested reader of the published reports of 
the centennial ball atthe Metropelitan Opera 
House on Monday night, having had consider- 
able te doin planning the atisir. Although he 
Was not present at the ball many of his friends 
were, and they have related to him their im- 
pressions and experiences, some of which show 
the condition of affairs after daybreak on Tues- 
day morning to have been much more disor- 
derly than has been described. When the police 
Were at last compelled to clear the supper room 
Mr. McAllister’s friends tell him that a member 
of the Entertainment Committee expostulated 
with incoherence and thickness ef speech 
that betrayed his cendition. Thereupon the 
committeeman was uuceremoniously seized by 
tne collar of his coat and the slack of his trous- 


ers and hustled out into the corridors, his 
female companion clinging to his arm. 

Mr. McAllister conwratulated himself under 
the cireumstances that he did not share in the 
responsibility of the affair. ‘‘From all the in- 
formation that has been given me,” he said yes- 
terday, “it seems that the committee departed 
very materially from my plans for conducting 
the ball, while they adhered pretty closely to 
my plan of the banquet. Mr. Fish, who practi- 
cally controlled the whole affair, saw tit to 
change my plans ofthe ball in many particulars, 
and with the resuitof throwing the affair into 
inextricable confusion. 

“Why, at the first meeting of the Committee 
on Plan and Scope at the Mayor's office I tola 
the committee the ball was xoing to cost them 
twice as much as they estimated. At the sec- 
ond meeting I said to them, ‘The greatest 
problem you have xot to confront is the wine 
probiem.’ I toid them the trouble did not lie 
inthe numbers that would attend, but in the 
agg of wine that would be drunk. But Mr. 

. G. Hamilton said, *O, let’s have plenty of 
wine.’ They had their way about it. Tnaere 
Was DO one among’them that knew anything 
about giving a ball. 

* The occasion was great—historically great, 
and the means at tne disposal ef the committee 
were unlimited. I wanted to give the hund- 
somest ball ever given—to have a geod sup- 
per with plenty of room and comfort. [I in- 
tended to have but one entrance to the Opera 
Heuse, threugh three wide doors from the 
vestibule. The Fortieth and Thirty-ninth 
street entrances I would elese up. Mr. W. H. 
Johnson, who bas had an experience of twenty- 
five or thirty years, was to bein charge of the 
doors with three or four competent men, so 4&8 
vo allow of no one entering the building 
who was not provided with a ticket. Tnen 
when they desired to enter the supper room 
they would have to come out of the Opera 
House into the vestibule and ascend a broad 
flight of stairs at the south end toa piatform 
constructed level with the supper rooms, and 
from which the supper reoms would be entered, 
thus preserving the idea throughout of avoid- 
ing a crowd. When the supper reom was full I 
would have closed the doors and allowed no ene 
te enter until room was made by some one 
else leaving. The committee should have had 
regular troops instead of militiumen to guard 
the halls and supper room. They wouldn’t 
have dared to touch a drop of wine while they 
were on duty. 

‘Then the committee did away with and spoiled 
the quadrille, As I formed it Lintended it to be 
daneed by old ladies of distinction and by high 
public offieials. This would have lent dignity 
and e@haracter to the ball. When the sommittee 
found that the President and Governor and 
Mayor aud Gen. Sherman refused to dance the 
quadrille, they should have got distinguished 
men like William M. Evarts and Chauncey M. 
Depew and Joseph Choate te take their places. 
But they took young men of no distinction, 
good enough in their place, but all out of place 
iu a quadrille with elderly ladies of wide dis- 
tinction. 

**Here’s one of the fatal mistakes of the ball. 
I never expected to entertain 10,000 guests in 
the Opera House alone; I intended to throw the 
doors of the supper room open at 8 o’clock and 
have half the erowd in the supper room and 
half in the Opera House. I intended a half 
cirele to be fermed in front of the Presi- 
dent’s box by aline ef soldiers, in which the 
ladies who were to dance 1n the quadrille should 
be entertained until the time for the quadrille, 
10:30 o’elock, should arrive. There would aiso 
bea eircle in the middle of ‘the floer where the 
Mayor should attend to reeeive the President. 
When the time for the quadrille should arrive 
the ladies were to be escorted to this circle by 
the guard of soldiers and the quadrille would 
be danced in the full view of everybody. 

“The get up of that menu cost me many days 
of study and consultation with the matron and 
the cook wf the Hoffman House, both of them 
very competent persens. The arrangement of 
the tables and the wines 1 erdered myself, 
Whether the wines that 1 ordered were aetual- 
ly served, however, I have no means of know- 
ing. The credit for the flowers and floral deco- 
rations belongs wholly to Klunder. Of course I 
ordered them; but his suggestions were intelli- 
gent and helpful, and he understood better than 
the committee what Was wanted. 

“In other respects it was the most grossly 
mismanaged affair lever heard of. If I’d had 
the power I’d have given them the handsomest 
ball ever held. But the whole thing was 
grabbed by Fish and Gerry. Poor Bowen! He 
deserves & great deal of credit for his work in 
connection with the affair. He was made the 
seapegoat for all the errors and negligence of 
his superiors, and, like Uriah Heep, he thanked 
the men that kicked him. At one of the meet- 
ings I made the remark, ‘Look here, the Enter- 
tainment Committee don’t want to grab every- 


thing!’ And Mr. Fish said: ‘We'll take all 
we can get.’ They showed a low,” selfish 
feeling all the way through. After I re- 


signed—you know they had had the souvenirs 
printed—well, after I resigned Fish said: 
*Not one of those souvenirs shall be 
given Out with that man’s namo on, although I 
had laid out the original pians for the ball. 
Well, they went to an expense of $1,500 to get 
the plates changed so that my name should not 
appear in the souvenirs. Mr. Lispenard Stew- 
art told me of that fact. The efforts of Fish 
and Gerry were from the first bent on getting 
Mayor Grant out of the way. He is a good fel- 
low and knows a great deal more than either of 
them, but he was not of their style. But he 
would not be sat down on by them, and I glory 
in bis pluck. He presided with grace and dig- 
nity wherever his position required it. 

“‘As for Mr. Stanten, [ almost hate to say any- 
thing. They robbed him of all power, and made 
a mere chief clerk of him to execute their or- 
ders. Mr. Stanton was by no means the man 
for such an eceasion. What experience or 
knowledge of balls did he have? 6 was an 
operatic manager, and itis one thing to man- 
age a troupe of opera singers and quite anether 
thing to manage & great national ball of 10,000 
participants. 

**Bo far as the eommittee’s treatment of me is 
concerned, I have little to say. The occasion 
‘was magnificent, and I wanted to make the ball 
acreditable historical incident. The idea of 
that quadrille showing in social history the 
names of such distinguisbed ladies assoeiated 
with a lot of young men of no distinction ex- 
cept as society hopefuls! What would the ball 
have been if I han’t seld fifty-three ef the boxes 
to the fashinable families of the city? Fish 
disposed of thirty-one boxes—who did he give 
them tot? 

“But I'll live to show them whataballis! I 
gave the New Year’s ball at Delmonico’s two 
years ago, at which there wére 700 people pres- 
ent. Wenad $45,000 worth of tapestries around 
the supper room alone. It was the most sue- 
cessful ball ever given in this city—for a big 
ball. But at next.New Year’s I’ll show them a 
ball—and in the Opera House, too. You may 
say thatI am giad under the seircumstances 
that none of the responsibility of the misman- 
agement of the ball rests on my shoulders,”

OBITUARY.

ROBERT W. WEIR. 

The announcement of the death of Robert 
W. Weir, formerly Professor of Drawing at the 
United States Military Academy at West Point, 
will awaken regretful feelings ameng the grad- 
uates of that institution as well as among the 
older members of the National Academy of De- 
sign. Since the date of his retirement from active 
service at the Military Academy Prof. Weir has 
resided in this city or neighborhood. Born in 
New-Yerk in 1803, he had attained the age of 
eighty-six in perfeet preservation of his facul- 
ties to the last, his art remaining as a solace for 
his gradually-failing strength. Mr. Weir and 
Greenough the sculptor were fellow-students in 
Rome from 1824 to 1827. 

During President Jackson’s Administration 
Mr. Weir was invited to fill the chair of in- 
struction which he filled for more than forty 


years at West Point. Among his pupils were 
Grant, Sherman, and Lee. Shortly after his ap- 
pointment te this chair, Mr. Weir received a 
commission from Congress to execute a large 
histerical painting to fill one of the panels in 
the rotunda in the Capitol at Washington. The 
painting, *‘ The Embarkation of the Pilgrims,” 
gave the artist great fame and netted him 
$10,000, which he devoted to erecting the 
Chureh of the Holy Innosents at Highland 
Falls in memory of his children. The principal 
works of Mr. Weir are “The Landing of 
Headrick Hudson,” ‘‘ The Indian Chief,” ** Bour- 
bon’s Last March,” ‘‘Columbus Befere the 
Council of Salamanca,” “The Crucifixion,’ 
“The Two Marys at the Sepulchre,” * Taking 
the Veil,” “Market Scene in Rome,” besides 
many portraits. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 
Mr. Russell T. Coe, one of the proprietors of the 
Revere House, died suddenly on Wednesday after- 


noon, in the forty-third year of his age, from gas- 
tric fever, congestion of the brain, and acute bron- 
chitis. Mr. Coe was taken ill two weeks ago last 
Tuesday and, becoming delirious, was removed from 
his home to a hospital. He had so far improved, 
however, that hopes were entertained of his recov- 
ery, when a sudden relapse caused his death. For 
@® numberof years Mr. Coe had been asi 

with his father, Timothy J. Coe, in the management 
ofthe Revere House, corner of Houston-street and 
Broadway, and the Spingler House, corner of Uni- 
versity-place and Fourteenth-street. He was born 
in Meriden, Conn., in 1846, and came to this city 
when a lad. He leaves a wife and one daughter, 
eighteen years of age. His body will be taxen from 
his late residence, 108 West Seventeenth-street, to 
the Moravian Church, corner of Lexington-avenue 
and Thirtiéth-street, where the funeral services will 
be celebrated at 1 P.M. Sunday. The interment 
will be on Staten Island. 


George B. Pelham, a well-known architect, who 
lived at 51 East Seventy-eighth-street, was taken 


suddenly ill yesterday noon on a Sixth-avenue ele- 
vated train. He was assisted from the train at the 
Thirty-third-street staiion and taken to the Nine- 
teenth Préeinct Station House, where he died from 
apoplexy. Mr. Pelham was a native of London, but 
came to this country some thirty years ago. He re- 
mained in Canada for several years,and was the 
architect of the Parliament buildings at Ottawa. In 
this city he carried on his protession for twenty 
years, and prepared plans for many of the modern 
residences and buildings. He was a Vestryman in 
the Church of the Epiphany, Mr. Pelham was fifty- 
eight years old. He leaves a wile, one son, and two 
daughters. 


William H. Pinckney, M. D., son of the late 
Howard Pinckney, M. D., and a successful young 


hysician, died suddenly of heart disease at his 

ome, 24 East Forty-first-street, yesterday morning 
in his twenty-fifth year. He was born in this city, 
educated at Columbia College, and graduated from 
the Medical Department therein 18385 first in his 
class, For a reward he was given charge of the 
hospital at Harrisburg, Penn. He remained there 
one year and then joined his father in this city. 
After the elder Dr. Pinckney’s death he began his 
own practice and was successful. He leaves a wife 
to whom he was married but a little over a year 
ago. 

Col. Charles W. Wilder, aged seventy, died in the 
Revere House at Boston yesterday. He was for 
many years senior partner of the old firm of Wilder 
& Estabrook, importers and dealers in cigars and 
tobacco. He retired from business ten years ago. 
He was one ot the founders of the Beacen Society 
and the Central Club, and was a promineut Mason. 
He had served on the Boston Board cf Aldermen, 
was a State Senator, and was Quartermaster Gen- 
eral on the staff of Gov. Gaston. He was an 
honorary member of the National Lancers, and al- 
ways bore a prominent part in the military affairs of 
the State of Massachusetts, 

Capt. E. M. Yard, a retired naval officer, died in 
Trenton, N. J.. yesterday, aged seventy-eight years. 
He entered the service in 1827. He served in the 
Mexican war and commanded the United States 
sloop Bailey in 1861 and 1862. He did ordnance 
duty in the Brooklyn Na Yard in 1863 and in 
Pittsburg in 1864. In 1865 he resigned and was 
retired May 6, 1866. He will be buried at Pittsburg 
to-morrow.

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MANY SIGHISEERS STILL LINX- 
GER IN THE OITY. 
NEW-YORKERS RETURN TO BUSINESS 
WITH A FEELING OF RELIEF THAT 

THE CELEBRATION IS OVER. 

Almost any other city in the country 
would have looked woebegone yesterday had it 
passed through sueh an experience as a centen- 
nial celebration. Philaéelphia had red eyes 
and a generally bedraggled and forlorn look fer 
@ Week after the Centennial came to an end in 
1876. Smaller places have taken even longer 
to recover from the effects of much smaller af- 
fairs of the kind. New-York had worked very 
hard for three days, had gone without any 
sleep worth mentioning, had taken her visitors 
in hand eariy on each morning of the celebra- 
bration and stowed them. away more or less 
cemfortably at such houreof the night as they 
succumbed to fatigue—te give it a name te 
which the most sensitive cannot object—and 
yet New-York was just as ready fer business 
yesterday morning ard looked as bright and 
atiractive as if the centennial celebration were 
to come. 

Of course the city was not sorry that the affair 
was off its hands. Business men, though they 
elosed their establishments, covered them with 


patriotio decorations, and did their utmost in 
Ibany directions to surround the celebration 
with the requisite quantity of whoops, were re- 
lieved by the opportunity toonce more handle the 
Aollars of the «reat public, The home trade they 
always have, but it iu only at widely-divided 
intervals that they have a chance to supply an 
army of visitors so large that it may be estimat- 
ed but notcounted. Many thousands of visitors 
hurried from the eity on. Wednesday night. 
Many more thousands sought the railroad sta- 
tions and the steamboat piers yesterday morn- 
ing, but thousands upon thonsands remained. 

The visitor waa to be found in all sections ef 
the city yesterday. He had been here fer three 
er four days, but had beem unable to see any- 
thing but parades. All but a small part of the 
eity was an unexplored region to him. He went 
up town on the west side and he noticed that 
the eentennial decorations were still in 
Place. Itstruck him as eda that the city was 

ustas profusely decorated above as it was 
elow ty-minth-street, though the military 
parade had ended at Fifty-ninth-street. Even 
the tenement district was gorgeous with flags 
and bunting, and stuck on window sills and 
other projections were numerous plaster casts 
of Waskington and Lincoln. The shanties on 
the rocks, the homes of the squatters and their 
goate, had their flags flying, too. The children 
were no longer attired in red, white, and blue, 
because the period in which custom could be 
safely trifled with in such a manner Was at an 
end. 

The east side was still brave with bunting 
also. It was evident that the city had not 
grown tired of its brilliant plumage or recov- 
ered from its patriotic fever. The huge stands 
from which the great parades of Tuesday and 
Wednesday had been viewed by those who had 
net been compelled to shift for themselves were 
still in place in several quarters. Those on tne 
east side of Madison-square had been removed. 
The canvas on the arch at Twenty-sixth-street 
and Fifth-avenue had been rip off and had 
taken from the structure that air of solidity it 
had worn with so mueh placidity for several 
days. The great arch at Twenty-third-street 
‘was still intact. Its canvas piilars were filled 
with holes. These holes had been purposely 
made by the professional pho apher. The 
amateur bad been compel to take his chances 
in the crowds. Union-square was still 
shut in en the greater part of three sides with 
great wooden bowers, theugh men were at work 
tearing them down yesterday. The great stand 
above which the Worth Monument rears its 
head is still standing. Men were engaged ali day 
in tearing down the stand on the Fifth-avenue 
front of tthe Union Clubhouse, the South Re- 
formed Church, the new structures at Nine- 
teenth and Sixteenth atreets. The flags and 
bunting that waved on Fifth-avenve on the 
first half of the week are still in place. The 
hotels all carry their celors yet. 

Under all of the big stands are deposited 
wagon loads of material that may be of use to 
the junk man. Amocrgit are tons of paper and 
bottles and flasks by the groas. Most of these 
bottles and flasks wear that reckleas air never 
assumed by vessels containing milk or other 
infantile decoctions. The bits of ham, cold 
tongue, and other meats and the bits of bread 
found uader the stands would feed all the spar- 
rows in New-York during the eoming Winter. 
No cake or spirituous or malt liquers were dis- 
covered under any of the stands, nor is it likely 
the débris eontained many diamonds or much 
jewelry. 

The down-town district wore its usual air 
yesterday, except that it looked less sembre on 
account of the many decorations that are still 
in position. The stand at the Sub-Treasury is 
in process of disintegration. The galleries of all 
the Exchanges were crowded. Hgery visitor 
who wandered into the Wall-street district for 
4he first time wanted to see t interior ef the 
Stock Exchange. Many see to feel hurt 
when they discovered that the Exchange was 
not on Wall-street, only very close to it. The 
Produce and Consolijated Exchanges were 
visited by as many people as could be accem- 
modated, and the Cotton Exchange was by no 
means overlooked. 

The chief restaurants in the lower part of the 
city, or their owners, are heartily giad the cele- 
bration has gone, and many of them are sad te 
think itcame. One of these complained that 
he had laidinan immense supply last week, 
thinking to get rid ofit on Monday, ‘Tuesday, 


and Wednesday. He began to get rid ef sit yes-. 


terday. On the other days mentioned he did 
no business. So it was all overthe lower part 
of the eity during the first three days of the 
week, except on the water front on Monday. 
Evea the light-aearted tribe of barbers who 
rasp fora living below Fulton-street admitted 
yesterday that they want no more eelebrations 
on suck a large scale for at least a century. 

The hotels, the principal up-town restaurants, 
and the shining lights among the bars were 
curiously empty during the afternoon yester- 
day. New-Yorkers were evidently working to 
make up for lost time and strangers were “do- 
ing” the city in a businesslike way. Shoppers 
yesterday were mainly from out of town. his 
class would undoubtedly have been much 
larger were excursion tickets geod until May 
10 instead ef May 6. The latter date gave 
those visitors who came from a great distances 
no leeway at all. Four days more added to 
the time limit would have put many thousands 
ef dollars into the pockets of the New-York 
shopkeepers, and, the latter think, would have 
taken no dollars out of the treasuries of the 
railroads. 

The general opinion is that the city will not 
divest itself of its centennial uniform this week. 
The flags are always the first decorations to be 
taken in and enveloped in camphor, and they 
are still swinging in the breeze by the thousand. 


SOME DISAPPOINTED MEN. 
The disappointments from the centennial are 
beginning to erop out. The most surprised and 
disgusted peopie in the city are the theatrical 


managers. They expected to reap a harvest 
and made unusual preparations in the eg & of 
extra performances, but the countrymen had 
not come to town to see stage performances. 
They were a most economical lot, and the free 
shows of the streets were entertaining enough 
for them. Such as did go te the theatre picked 
out the cheapest seats to be had and universally 
patronized the galleries. 

“Now that this centennial fuss is over and 
this disgusting crowd of niggardly ‘jays’ is 
getting out of town.” said the manager of.a 
Broadway theatre last night, “the theatres in 
New-York may do some business again. This 
whole thing has been the worst sell the theat- 
rical men have ever known. We expected that 
our houses would be packed. But these hayseeds 
not only did not eome themeselves,but kept other 
people away by bileeking up tide streets. It is 
iny Opinion that these country people brought 
ne meney to New-York withthem. They came 
on cheap railroad fare, brought provisions with 
them, get the cheapest lodgings they could find, 
apd cleared out as soon as the parades were 
over. Theatre! Why they oame here and 
kicked like the steers they drive beeause they 
could pot get into the gallery for 10 eents. 
When New-York makes another centennial deal 
I for one want to be counted out.” 

But stranger than the non-patronage of the 
theatres is the fact that the hotels of New-York 
were not filled during the centennial celebra- 
tion. After all the hullabaloo made about 
Bureaus of Public Comfort, and after the dis- 
agreeable things said of each other by the Cen- 
tennial Committes and the Hotel Men’s Associa- 
tion concerniug the alleged inactivity of each 
ether in caring fer the visitors, it now transpires 
that the capacity of the hetels was not tested. 
One ef the most famous and most conspicuously- 
located hotels ef New-York had empty rooms 
throughout the entire celebration. Another 
noted Broadway hotel laid in a large number of 
cots in expectations of the rush, and used only 
half a dozen, while still anotner hotel, like wise 
ou Broadway, found no use at all for the cots 
it nad provided. as 

“T have been studying over this thing,” said 
a prominent hotel man, “and I have come to 
the cenciusion that the people were frightened 
away from the hotels. There was se much talk 
about overcrowding and all that sort of thing

that many people went to other sources of ac- 
commodation without coming to the hotels at 
all. This idea was further heightened by the 
tremendous crowd that crushed and jammed 
into the lebbies and corridors of vhe hotels, 
Why, on Tuesday an eld patron of this house 
oy in to see me and casually remarked 
that he was paying $30 a dey for his reoms in a 
boarding house. en I told him he could have 
one of the best suites of apartments in my hotel 
for less money than that he would not believe 
me uatil I owed him the accommodations. 
He had thought that the hotels were 
overcrowded and went off on a hunt for apart- 
ments elsewhere. When he saw what I could 
give him he had the omnibus sent after his 
family and effects men ate Now I take it 
that this man represented a large class of visit- 
ors. The way we came to have any rooms left 
unoccupied was this: We laid out our plan of 
operations so as to dispose of the less attractive 
accommodations first. We arranged 80 &s to 
make every double bed do fer two people, 
whether it was in a large or small room, and we 
proceeded to fill up the house in that way. The 
crowd did not hold outas long as the accom- 
modations did, and the consequence was that 
some of our best rooms were unoccupied. And 
yet we had the largest numoer of people during 
the centennial that the hotel has ever accom- 
modated at one time. We broke our record, but 
we had made such extensive preparations that 
we eould have broken it more if the peopie haa 
come as We expected they would” 

“How about the Hotel Men’s Association’s 
Bureau of Public Comfort?” asked the reporter 
for Tux TIMES. 

“Our Bureau of Public Comfort?’ repeated 
the hotel man in seeming surprise at the ques- 
tion. ‘‘Well, when the hotels of New-York had 
spare rooms and were making every exertion 
to let them, the Bureau of Public Comfort natu- 
rally fell into a condition of innocuous desue- 
tude. When we got hold of a man you may rest 
assured that we did not send him anywhere 
else. We had too much use for him ourselves.” 


HONORING AN OLD FIREMAN. 
When the Veteran Firemen’s. Association, 
with President Miehael Crane at its head, ar- 
rived at Lafayette-place on Wednesday it halt- 


ed. John J. Tyndall ied a party of engineers, 
visitors from various cities and towns, to the 
frent, and they surrounded President Crane 
while Mr. Tyndall presented him, in the name 
of the association, with a series of engrossed 
resolutions and a handsome gold badge. It 
is the most elaborate ever given to a veteran 
“vamp” in this city. It combines the regular 
badge of the association—a circular buokler, up- 
held by an eagle and surrounded by lengths of 
hose, pipes, ladders, hooks, picks, axes, and lan- 


‘ternse—with a series of clasps and chains, fire 


hats, fire fronts, and snields, bearing inecrip- 
tions telling the story of Michael Crane’s life as 
a Volunteer fireman. President Crane is a mod- 
est man, and the public charaeter of the pres- 
entation nearly made him faint. 


WHAT MAY YET CE SEEN. 
New that the excitementattending the parades 
is lessened, many people found time yesterday 
to inspect the interesting objects which the Cen- 


tennial Committee on Art and Exhibition has 

athered together at the loan exhibition of 
fistorical portraits and relics in the assembly 
rooms of the Metropelitan Opera House. All 
day long the rooms were thronged with visitors, 
and the Washington centennial souvenis, de- 
signed by Augustus St. Gaudens and modeled in 
bronze by Philip Martiny, was in great demand, 
It sells for $20. 

To-morrow from 9 to 1 o’clock the rooms of 
the exhibition will be free to public sehool 
children, girls and boys, selected in sec- 
tions from the upper classes, under the 
charge of their teachera. It is expected 
that from three to four thousand of the 
children will visit the rooms, passing through 
them, not in columns or files, but in divisions, 
every half hour. Each section will be permitted 
for that time to wander about and view the ob- 
jeots at will. This arrangement will not, how- 
ever, interfere with the general public, and the 
sale of admission tickets will not be checked at 
all. At 12 o’olock Bishop Potter will make a 
short address. 

The Committee on Art and Exhibition hela a 
meeting yesterday, Mr. Henry G. Marquana 
presiding, and unanimously passed the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Art and Exhibi- 
tion recommend to the Committee on Plan and 
Scope, the formation of a special committee for the 
purpose of erecting in permanent form at the en- 
trance of Fifth-avenue, in Washington-square, the 
arch, designed by Stanford White, for the centen- 
nial celebration of the inauguration of Washington. 

In addition to the bronze seuvenir medals are 
the seuvenir centennial programmes, tastefully 
tied with cream-eolored silk and printed on 
cream-colored Japanese paper. The programmes 
are adorned with designs in sepia by Edwin H. 
Blashfield and Will H. Low, while the cover and 
baok bear, respectively, in dull gold, the obverse 
and reverse of the centennial medal.

WORKS OF ART TO TESTIFY HIS APPRE- 
CIATION OF NEW-YORK. 

Within the next month some one of the 
art museums or churches in New-York City 
will be made richer by the addition of Lord 
Ronald @ower’s masterpiece, the head of the 
Savioar entitled “ It Is Finished.”

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THE BODY OF DON SEBASTIAN LERDO 
_DE TEJADA ON ITS WAY TO MEXICO. 

The old Marble Cemetery, in Second-street, 
near Second-avenue, wae surrounded by troops 
and filled with a number of noted foreign otffi- 
cials yesterday morning at the disinterment of 
the body of Don Sebastian Lerdo de Tejada, ex- 
President of Mexico, who died at his home at 
72 Fitth-avenue on April 21. The body is to be 
taken to tne oity of Mexico and buried there 
with fitting honors. The heavy metallic casket 
was raised from the yault in which it had 
been placed. The body had been embalmed 
and was in a perfect state of preservation, and 
the coffin lid was raised so that all who wished 
might take a last look at Don Lerdo’s face. 

hen the coffin was taken to the hearse by 
Matias Romero, the Mexican Minister; Juan N. 
Navarro, Consul General of Mexico; Gen. 
Benavides, Trevino Canales of the Mexican 
Congress, M. Yvanez, and Santiago Smithers, 
while the long line of soldiers reversed arms 
and the band began a solemn dirge. The mili- 
tary escort, consisting of detachments of the 
Fourth and Sixth Cavalry, the Third Artillery, 
and the Eleventh Infantry, under Col. Dodge, 
led the way to the Desbrosses-Street Ferry an ad 
stood at‘ present” in Vestry-street while the 
hearse passed on to the boat. 

In the carriages that followed were Vicomte 
Paul @’Abzaco, Consul General of France; An- 
tonio OC. Gonzales, Senator Plumb, Count Santi 
Amoroso, Suarez Guaves, Consul General of 
Spain; Gen. Daniel E. Sickels, Dr. J. Henna, R, 

- Wiliiams, Chancellor of the Mexican Con- 
sulate; Jose Marti, Consul General of Vene- 
zuela; Francisco J. Ituarte, Belgian Consul at 
Vera Cruz; Luis Menendez of Vera Cruz, H. 
Espinosa, who was Don Lerdo’s secretary for 
twenty-four years, and others. 

The Pullman oar Wildwood was in waiting at 
the Pennsylvania station, and on it the pody 
will be taken to the city of Mexico over the 
Pennsylvania, Chicage and Alton, Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé, and Mexican Central 
Railroads. Stops of one day each will be made 
at El Paso, Chihuahua, and Zacatecas, where the 
body will lie in state in the public buildings. 

The start should have been made yesterday 
afternoon, but the eseort appointed by the 
Mexican Government to accompany Don Lerdo’s 
hee 4 haa not arrived, and the train will not go 
until to-morrow morning. The escort will be 
under command ot Gen. Escobedo.

THE PLAZA HOTEL LEASED. 

A valuable. addition will be made to this 
city’s list of hotels the-coming Fall, when the 
thus far unfortunate Plaza Hotel will be opened 
for the accommodation of the public. Since it 
passea from the control of its original proprie- 
tors the building has gone through various 
vicissitudes. On several occasions it has ap- 
parently been on ‘the point of entering upon a 
career of usefulness, but each time the negotia- 
tions resuited in. nothing, and the result has 
been that the building has remained unoccupied 
since its practical completion a couple of years 
ago.
